Welcome to Bowers and Merena’s December 2004 Baltimore Auction. The Official Auction of the 
Baltimore Coin and Currency Convention, this sale is also the final major convention auction of 2004- 
Within these pages, we are sure that you will find many fabulous rarities to add to your collection. 

Early copper collectors will be delighted to learn that our Colonial, Half Cent, and Large Cent offerings 
have been cataloged in conjunction with McCawley-Grellman. Of particular note in these sections is a very 
rare New England Shilling graded VF-20, a Lord Baltimore Shilling in EF, and a 1776 Continental Dollar 
certified AU-58 at PCGS. Specialists in State coinage are urged to pay particularly close attention to the 
Connecticut Coppers; a representative of the rare 1787 Miller-33.19-q variety is included. 

This sale will also be of great significance to currency Collectors due to our offering of a recently 
discovered and presently unique Fr.2101-A* $50 Federal Reserve Note. The note is from the Boston district 
with serial number A00008520'*. Certified EF-40 by CGA, this note is the only 1928A $50 Star Note 
reported from any of the 12 Federal Reserve Bank districts. 

Session Two of our sale includes many important Civil War era items. Included among these is a group 
of Encased Postage from Part II of the Hugh S. Glidewell Collection, as well as an 1864 F-750R-1E Civil War 
Store Card. Issued by G.A. Schwartz of Philadelphia and certified MS-60 NGC, this store card carries a 
Rarity-10 rating. Also of note in this session is an important 1848 Slave Hire Badge from Charleston Neck. 
This is the only year in which Charleston Neck issued its own slave hire badges, and the present example is 
Porter badge #227. 

The Paul Bruce Collection is comprised of attractively toned silver Commemoratives, several of which 
are also noteworthy condition rarities. Highlights of our regular issue silver offerings include a low mintage 
1864-S Quarter in NGC MS-65, a historically significant 1796 Quarter graded MS-61 at the same service, and 
a key date 1921-S Walking Liberty Half certified PCGS MS-65. Several important rarities are also included in 
our extensive selection of Early Dollars. 

Select highlights among U.S. are an 1829 Quarter Eagle in PCGS MS-62, a Condition Census 1841 
Half Eagle certified MS-65 at NGC, and a near-Gem (MS-64 NGC) 1848-C Half Eagle pedigreed to the 
Ashland City, Elrod, and Eliasberg Collections. A Gem proof representative of the 1903 Louisiana 
Purchase/)efferson Gold Dollar is also worthy of note.

1. Auction Basics. This is a public auction sale ("Auction Sale") conducted by licensed and 
bonded Auctioneers, Bowers & Merena Auctions (hereinafter referred to as "Auctioneer" 
and at times as "Bowers"). Bidding in this Auction Sale constitutes acceptance by you 
("Bidder") of all the Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale stated herein. Bidders may 
include consignors who may bid and purchase lot(s) in the Auction Sale consigned by the 
consignor or by other consignors pursuant to their consignment agreement with Bowers 
("Consignor" or "Consignors"). A Consignor that bids on their own lots in the Auction 
Sale may pay a different fee than the buyers premium charged to all other buyers. Bowers 
reserves the right to include in any auction sale its own material as well as material from 
affiliated or related companies, principals, officers or employees. Bowers may have direct 
or indirect interests in any of the lots in the auction and may collect commissions. THE 
TWO PRECEEDING SENTENCES SHALL BE DEEMED A PART OF THE 
DESCRIPTION OF ALL LOTS CONTAINED IN THE CATALOGUE. Where the 
Consignor has re-purchased a lot and the lot is either returned to the Consignor or other¬ 
wise dealt with or disposed of in accordance with the Consignor's direction, or pursuant to 
contractual agreement, Bowers reserves the right to so note in the prices realized or to omit 
a price from the prices realized.

Bidder acknowledges that all grading of coins in this 
Auction have been determined by independent grading services and not by Bowers. 
Grading of rare coins is subjective and may differ among independent grading services 
and among numismatists, even though grading has a material effect on the value of the 
coins. Bowers is not responsible for the grades assigned, and makes no warranty or rep¬ 
resentation regarding such grades. Bidder further acknowledges and agrees that lot 
descriptions are based solely upon an examination of the coins and are intended to note 
any perceived special characteristics. However, coin grading and perception are subjec¬ 
tive. Bowers does not warrant the accuracy of such descriptions. All photographs in this 
catalogue are of the actual items being sold but may not be the actual size or to scale. 

3. The Bidding Process. The Auctioneer may open or accept the bidding on any lot by 
placing a bid on behalf of the Consignor or his or her agent, a Bidder by mail, telephone, 
internet or telefax; or any other participant in the Auction Sale. The Auctioneer may accept 
or decline any bid, challenge to any bid or bidding increment, as the Auctioneer in its sole 
discretion shall determine.

j. Bidder acknowledges that the rare coin market is speculative, unregulated and volatile, 
and that coin prices may rise or fall over time. Bowers does not guarantee that any cus¬ 
tomer buying for investment purposes will be able to sell for a profit in the future. 

k. Bidder acknowledges and agrees that neither Bowers, nor its employees, affiliates, 
agents, third-party providers or consignors warrant that auctions will be unimpaired, 
uninterrupted or error free and accordingly shall not be liable for such events. 

8. Waiver and Release. Bidder, for himself, his heirs, agents, successors and assignees, 
generally and specifically waives and releases, and forever discharges Bowers, and its 
respective affiliates, parents, shareholders, agents, subsidiaries, employees, members of 
their respective boards of directors, and each of them, and their respective successors and 
assignees from any and all claims, rights, demands and causes of actions and suits, of 
whatever kind or nature, including but not limited to claims based upon Auctioneers

The two punches (NE & XII) 
are well defined and nearly full, but the remainder of the planchet has been smoothed to minimize some dull marks and 
roughness. (Some researchers have suggested these marks are teeth imprints, as people of that day were known to bite 
coins to test for quality while others would bite these coins to fend off evil spirits during times of “witch hysteria.” 
Current thought is that these marks were an unplanned byproduct of the minting process, but we may never know for 
sure. The roughness and rolling seen to some degree on all the known examples is most likely attributable to the mint¬ 
ing process, but some of the smaller marks may well be from tooth imprints.) Glossy medium to darker gray toning cov¬ 
ers the smoothed areas while the punches are lighter silvery gray. The weight is 65.7 grains, which is very slightly light 
for the known examples, but any shortage is easily attributed to the smoothing mentioned. For comparison, the three 
examples offered in the 1/15/2002 Stack’s sale of the Hain collection weighed 69.8, 71.7, and 72.1 grains. The authen¬ 
ticity of NE shillings is always an issue as many deceptive counterfeits exist. This example has been examined by sever¬ 
al of the hobby’s foremost authorities, including Walter Breen, Eric P. Newman, and Thomas K. DeLorey. All three have 
concluded it is a genuine NE shilling, and letters attesting to their independent analyses accompany the lot. A more- 
than-acceptable example of this classic early American rarity.

The 1867/67, of which 
two different reverse dies are known, is one of the most important 
and popular RPDs in the long-lived Indian Cent series. The desir¬ 
ability of this variety is due to the boldness of the repunching, the 
initial 67 plainly visible at the tops of the final two digits in the 
date. The 1867 Snow-1 is also an elusive RPD, examples scarce 
even in circulated grades. In fully lustrous Mint State, this variety is 
very rare, particularly if one desires a coin without a woodgrain 
appearance from having been struck on a streaky planchet. This 
Condition Census example is just such a coin. Pink-red mint luster 
flows over both sides with even coloration. There are no distracting 
abrasions to inhibit one’s appreciation of sharply struck-up devices.

We believe that many examples were destroyed in the Mint 
at the end of the year after they failed to sell to contemporary col¬ 
lectors. As if that were not enough to guarantee difficulty in locat¬ 
ing an attractive survivor, Breen (as noted in Lange) suggests that 
many examples are either cleaned or stained. Not so the present 
Gem. Deeply set cherry-red color flows over both sides undisturbed 
by either distracting carbon or grade-limiting contact marks. 
Sharply struck throughout, both sides display the slightly coarser 
finish that distinguishes this issue from the 1910 and 1911.

724 1868 Proof-63 Cameo (PCGS). Needle sharp striking detail and 
shimmering reflectivity in the fields could only be the result of proof 
production methods.

There are no outwardly distracting blemishes, 
and the eye appeal alone would seem to suggest a near-Gem rating. 
The Philadelphia Mint produced a not overly generous total of 
89,200 Half Dimes in 1868, 600 pieces of which were proofs.

Blushes of golden iridescence are seen in 
and around the central obverse, as well as near the upper right 
reverse border.

"Thus, the inspiration for the curious satirical reverse legend is explained nicely, in 
our opinion, per our description of the piece in the Stanley Scon Collection, June 
1975 (excerpted): '...the entire medal is satirical and is an unusual way to express an 
‘admiration of Washington.’ As Baker notes, the dressing of Washington in armor is 
a conceit. In addition, the sentimental eulogy to Washington on the reverse is negat 
ed by the Indian at the center with the reminder ‘The Land Was Ours.’ Certainly, 
America’s treatment of the Indians during this period did not contribute to the aura 
of George Washington "

New York merchant (directory evidence indicates that the mer¬ 
chants’ names were not constituted as they appear on this token 
until 1829).

The central obverse is a bit softly 
struck—a common feature for the issue that is due to the high relief 
in that area—but there are no mentionable distractions from time 
spent in commerce. 
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Slave Hire Badge 


Rare 1848 Charleston Neck Slave Hire Badge

)1014 1848 Charleston Neck Slave Hire Badge. Porter. 43 sq. mm. Unknown Maker. VF. Number 227. Slave hire badges are one of the most 
intriguing corollaries in American numismatics. As the former personal effect of an enslaved human being, each has a sobering pedigree and history 
incomparable to nearly any other collected object. Badges were issued in several Southern cities, including New Orleans, Norfolk, and Savannah, in 
order to best enable a slave’s owner to profit from hiring out a slave based on his or her level of skill. Despite records indicating the issuance of slave 
hire badges across the American South, all known genuine slave badges come from Charleston, whose system of governmental controls on slave hires 
was in place in colonial times and remained steadfast until the time of the American Civil War. The reasons for the issuance of the badges were man¬ 
ifold: to control the number of slaves competing with whites for work in a variety of trades; to derive public gain from this profitable system; and to 
identify slave workers who sometimes toiled alongside free blacks and whites at nearly every conceivable form of work. 

It is the second of these reasons, public gain, that is most directly responsible for the issuance of the present slave hire badge. In 1848, the Charleston 
Neck (also known as the “Neck District,” a suburb of Charleston that is present day Calhoun Street) got into an argument with the Charleston City 
council about revenue sharing of the money generated by the sale of slave hire badges, dray licenses, etc. Early in 1848, the Neck District made its own 
slave hire badges which could be purchased at the Charleston Neck Guard House from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. daily (excepting Sundays). This precipitated an 
outrage from the citizens of both municipalities who now had to buy one badge to work south of Calhoun Street and another to work north of Calhoun 
Street. Bowing to public pressure the very next year (1849), the Neck and City councils struck a deal on revenue and the first slave badges inscribed 
with the word “neck” were created. These jointly issued badges were made only in 1849 and 1850, because in 1851 the City council solved the entire 
problem by dissolving the Neck council and annexing the entire suburb into the city. 

This is a very rare slave hire badge, Charleston Neck having issued its own badges solely in 1848. The front of the badge is inscribed C. N. / 
PORTER / 1848 / 227. Both sides exhibit an overall even charcoal-gray appearance with some green patination in the recesses on the front and in a 
few isolated areas on the reverse. A somewhat granular texture is noted, as found. The hole for suspension is located in the upper right corner, and a 
second, much smaller hole is seen in the lower right corner. 

The Charleston Neck District sold porter badges for $4 each, and they were worn by stevedores, baggage handlers, and those skilled and unskilled 
workers who worked in the Charleston shipping district. This rather well preserved example was consigned by a collector who is recognized as a lead¬ 
ing excavator of these important relics. Certain to serve as a centerpiece in a specialized collection. 


Encased Postage 

1015 HB-18, EP-33 Three Cents. Take Ayer’s Pills. Very Fine. The 
otherwise even brassy color deepens to charcoal tinting around 
much of the border on the back of the case. Although faded, the 
stamp is still relatively vivid in pinkish-red color. The mica is quite 
nice with no mentionable crazing. A tiny nick in the case above the 
stamp is noted. 

1016 HB-28, EP-4A One Cent. Ayer’s Sarsaparilla. Medium 
AYER’S. Very Fine. The mica is free of noteworthy crazing and, 
on its own, would seem to suggest an EF grade. The same could also 
be said for the stamp, the color of which is quite vivid. The case, 
however, displays mottled medium and dark color with some areas 
of corrosion also noted. 


1017 HB-69, EP-68 Five Cents. F. Buhl & Co. Very Fine. This is a 
seldom offered merchant with perhaps no more than ten examples 
of the Five Cent denomination believed extant. The present exam¬ 
ple displays some wear to the case with color that is a blend of brass 
and tannish-brown shades. The stamp is quite nice with good color, 
and the mica is mostly clear save for a little bit of light crazing that 
is most notable toward the lower right. 

1018 HB-74, EP-39 Three Cents. Burnett’s Cocoaine Kalliston. 
Extremely Fine. Considerable amounts of the silvering remain, 
and the case is free of mentionable detractions. Light fading is noted 
on the stamp, but the mica is well preserved with only minimal craz¬ 
ing at the left and lower borders. All-in-all, this is a pleasing repre¬ 
sentative for the grade. The Three Cent is among the more fre¬ 
quently encountered denominations of Encased Postage from this 
merchant, but it is still rarer than the Ten Cent. 
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1019 HB-132, EP-79 Five Cents. John Gault. Ribbed Frame. 
Extremely Fine. A nicely preserved example, the case is quite 
bright on the back with a pleasing golden color to the brass. There 
are, however, a few small swirls of slightly deeper color here and 
there on that side, but these features are not all that distracting to the 
overall appearance. The front of the case is evenly colored, and the 
mica is free of all but the lightest crazing here and there. The stamp 
is quite vivid in color with little evident fading. Pleasing in all 
regards. 

1020 HB-134, EP-117 Ten Cents. John Gault. Ribbed Frame. 
Extremely Fine. The case is very well preserved, although we do 
note that the back reveals a very tiny flaw (probably as made) on the 
border after the date 1862. The mica also presents nicely, the only 
crazing (and it is minimal) located at the upper right. A richly col¬ 
ored stamp rounds out this pieces list of positive attributes. 
According to Hodder and Bowers (1989), this variety is “quite rare, 
with fewer than 15 specimens thought to survive...” 


1021 HB-225, EP-28 One Cent. N.G. Taylor & Co. Very Fine, rel 
atively well preserved, although there is an area of noteworthy craz¬ 
ing in the center. Brightly colored on the stamp with little, if any 
fading. All varieties of Encased Postage from this merchant are rare 
and seldom encountered in even the most comprehensive collec¬ 
tions. Clearly, this lot represents an important bidding opportunity 
for the specialist. 


1022 HB-233, EP-133 Ten Cents. Weir & Larminie. Very Fine. 
Deep copper-brown color is seen on the back of the case. The front, 
on the other hand, is mosdy brassy-gold in color, although we do 
note a few swirls of darker tinting at the lower and right borders. 
Some light-to-moderate crazing is noted in the mica, but the stamp 
is quite pleasing with relatively rich color remaining. Apparently, 
G.H. Larminie first became familiar with Gaults Encased Postage 
on a trip to New York City, and he ordered some for his own 
Canada-based firm shortly thereafter. Survivors are quite rare in 
today’s hobby, although examples of the One Cent and Ten Cent 
varieties were known as early as 1902. 


1023 Nine Cent Strip. Eagle and Snake Motif. About Uncirculated. 
According to Hodder and Bowers (1989), the Nine Cent strips of 
Encased Postage are “fantasies” that were manufactured in New York! 
City sometime after John Gault ceased selling his Encased Postage.® 
The earliest known auction appearance of one of these pieces was in 
Ed Frossard’s sale of October 10, 1893. The case exhibits even cop-® 
per-brown color, and the mica reveals some crazing at the left and a 
crack at the upper right. The Three Cent stamps exhibit uniform* 
color that appears to be only slightly faded.

1024 1864 G. A. Schwart;, Philadelphia. F-750R-1E. White Metal. 

4 mm. Rarity-10. MS-60 (NGC). The Third Edition of Russell j 
Rulau’s Standard Catalog of United States Tokens: 1700-1900 simply j 
describes this variety as “rare.” We don’t know much about this mer- i 
chant; the obverse of this storecard bears only the merchant’s name I 
and location (1006 CHESTNUT ST. / PHILA.). The reverse dis- 1 
plays a patriotic theme with a pair each of cannons, flags, and drums I 
above the date 1864. The surfaces are mostly toned in pewter-gray 1 
shades, but some areas of brighter silver-gray tinting are also seen j 
here and there around the devices. There are flyspecks scattered I 
about, and some more moderate distractions are seen here and there j 
at the rims. An extremely rare bidding opportunity for the Civil War 
Store Card specialist that is surely not to be repeated anytime in the ' 
near future.

025 Appointment Certificate for Thaddeus W. H. Shanahan as 
Superintendent of the San Francisco Mint, Signed by President 
Woodrow Wilson. This is an interesting document that measures 
approximately 15 inches tall by 18 inches wide. The work of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing, the document is dated July 31, 
1913 over the signatures of President Woodrow Wilson and 
Secretary of the Treasury William Gibbs McAdoo. (Incidentally, 
McAdoo was also Wilsons son-in-law.) The grade is Fine with edges 
that are mosdy crisp, although we do note a tear at the lower left that 
has been repaired with a piece of Scotch tape in the back. Several 
folds and small creases are also present, as is some light foxing here 
and there. The official seal of the Treasury Department on the lower 
left side of the document is mostly faded to a coppery hue, but traces 
of what appear to be the original gold color are still evident in a few 
areas. The writing and signatures are quite bold with no smearing of 
ink. All-in-all, this is a commendable piece that is worthy of framing 
and display. 

The text of the document reads: WOODROW WILSON, 
PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA / TO 
ALL WHOM THESE PRESENTS SHALL COME, GREETING: 
/ Know Ye, That, reposing special trust and confidence in the 
Integrity, Diligence and Discretion of Thaddeus W. H. Shanahan I 
have Nominated, and by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate do Appoint him Superintendent of the Mint of the United 
States at San Francisco, California and do authorize and empower 
him to execute and fulfill the duties of that Office according to law, 
and to have and to hold the said Office with all the rights and emol¬ 
uments thereunto legally appertaining unto him, the said Thaddeus 
W. H. Shanahan until a successor shall have been appointed and 
duly qualified. / In Testimony Whereof I have caused these Letters 
to be made Patent, and the Seal of the Treasury Department of the 
United States to be hereunto affixed / Given under my hand, at the 
city of Washington, the thirty-first day of July in the year of our Lord 
one thousand nine hundred and thirteen and of the Independence 
of the United States of America, the one hundred thirty-eighth.

1028 1864 Indian Head Cent. L On Ribbon. AU-50. Sandy-brown 
hues blanket both sides of this deeply toned example. Both sides 
retain ample boldness to the detail, and the all-important L initial is 
readily discernible. 

1029 1866 Indian Head Cent. MS-64. There is a little bit of muting to 
light brown patina, but the surfaces are mostly lustrous with a dom¬ 
inant orange-red sheen. Both sides are sharply struck with a lone 
reverse spot over the left wreath that is worthy of mention.

1097 1873 Liberty Seated Half Dime. Proof-61. Mottled gold, blue 
violet and orange-sunset toning over glittering mint brillianc* 
Lightly hazed reflective fields. Minimal unobtrusive hairlines. Thi 
desirable date represents the final year of the Liberty Seated Ha 
Dime denomination. Only 600 Proofs were struck.

Presenting as untoned 
both sides are well circulated with the upper obverse periphery essen: 
dally worn smooth. There are a few small pock mocks on thi 
obverse, and a slightly glossy texture betrays a cleaning.

1099 1855 Liberty Seated Dime. Net MS-60. Bright white lusten 
Carefully cleaned at one time, but without excessive hairlines oi 
signs of handling. Well struck, with die clashing evident on both 
sides. It is strictly Mint State, and would likely grade near the Choice 
quality level if the color were natural. An important three-year only 
type Liberty Seated Dime with arrows at the date.

There are no singularly men* 
tionable distractions save for a shallow reverse rim bruise outside tH

1181 1802/1 B-3, BB-234. Die State II. F-12. Richly toned, the sur¬ 
faces exhibit dominant gunmetal-gray patina that lightens to lilac4 
gray shades over much of the central reverse. The rims are distinct in 
virtually all areas, and the focal features retain some bolder definitioalr 
despite overall extensive wear. There really are no singularly men-| 
tionable abrasions, and the eye appeal is quite pleasing for the Fine 
grade level.

This is a rich- I 
ly toned, charcoal-gray representative that would fit nicely into a 
budget-minded type set. Heavy wear is evenly distributed through- j 
out, and damage in the form of scattered obverse digs around the ! 
date is noted. 

1188 1870 Seated Liberty Dollar. VG-8. The otherwise silver tinged j 
surfaces exhibit blushes of warm champagne-olive iridescence out¬ 
lines to many of the devices. Evenly worn, the surfaces exhibit scat¬ 
tered abrasions from time spent in circulation.

1262 1895 Morgan Dollar. AU-55. Both sides are untoned with con¬ 
siderable remnants of original mint luster. Light highpoint wear is 
noted, as are some wispy distractions. There is also a noteworthy 
pinscratch on Liberty’s neck.

1263 1895-S Morgan Dollar. Net EF-40. Lustrous surfaces. Appears to 
have been cleaned at one time, but is now toning back a bit. There 
is a glimmer of blue-violet and olive iridescence on the reverse. 
Evenly worn. Moderate tics and scuffs. An important offering in this 
grade, due to the dramatic rise in value for AU and higher graded 
examples. 

1264 Lot of (11) 1896 Morgan Silver Dollars MS-65 (PCGS). Most 
examples are brilliant, or essentially so, but a few display warm gold¬ 
en-orange or reddish-gray patina. All are fully lustrous. 

1265 Lot of (2) 1896 Morgan Silver Dollars MS-65 (NGC). The 
first example is brilliant-white in sheen, and the second displays del¬ 
icate champagne iridescence that appears to drift toward the borders. 
A fully lustrous, smooth looking pair.

1897; (2) 1898; and (2) 1900. All coins grade MS-62 or MS-63, one 
perhaps Prooflike.

A rich 
ly frosted group, all examples are either untoned or minimally pati- 
nated with sharply impressed features. 

All are 
either untoned or essentially so with fulsome mint frost. 

1271 Lot of (6) Morgan Dollars. All are NGC certified MS-65. New 
Orleans Mint issues, as follows: 1898-0, 1899-0, 1900-0, 1901- 
O, 1902-0 and 1904-0. They are all fairly well struck, except the 
‘02-0, which is typically softly struck. A delightful grouping of Gem 
quality examples. 

1272 1898-S Morgan Dollar. MS-64. Originality is a hallmark of both 
sides, the surfaces awash in copper-gray toning that assumes an olive- 
orange cast around the peripheries. With full mint luster and an over¬ 
all sharp strike, this coin is not all that far from a Gem rating. 

1273 1899 Morgan Dollar. MS-64. Untoned with a fully frosted tex 
ture, this lustrous near-Gem is devoid of singularly mentionable 
abrasions. The strike is well executed with overall sharp delineation.

This lovely Morgan dol¬ 
lar has nearly full glittering mint luster, accented with a dash of gold¬ 
en sunset and blue-violet toning, mostly at the rims. Above average 
strike. Pleasing surfaces. 

1281 Lot of (9) 20th Century Morgan Dollars Struck in the New 
Orleans Mint. Included are: (2) 1901-0; (3) 1902-0; and (4) 
1904-0. All grade MS-60 through MS-63, many with richly origi 
nal toning. A few PL examples might be included. 


1282 Lot of (10) 1903 Morgan Silver Dollars MS-65 (PCGS). All 
are nearly, if not fully untoned, the surfaces awash in fulsome mint 
luster. 

1283 Lot of (6) 1903 Morgan Silver Dollars MS-65 (PCGS). Al! are 
brilliant in appearance, the surfaces lustrous and sharply struck 
throughout.

This frosty-white example is 1 
intensely lustrous. There is no toning to report, and outwardly I 
noticeable abrasions are few and very far between.

(PCGS). This untoned pair is virtually pristine in appearance with ' 
no ill-defined features.

96 1873 Trade Dollar. Choice AU-58. Lightly toned in an even 
blend of blue-violet, sea green and russet over soft luster. The strike 
is a bit weak on both sides, mostly around the peripheries. Moderate 
shallow tics and scuffs. Desirable as the first Trade Dollar date. 

97 1873-S Trade Dollar. Net AU-50; Light golden sunset toning at 
the rims, lustrous at the centers. Well struck. There are a number of 
fairly heavy scratches in the obverse field. Just light rubbing, other¬ 
wise. 

.98 1874 Trade Dollar. AU-50. Lustrous, accented with just a hint of 
light golden iridescence. There is a diagonal line of darker russet 
tone at the lower left obverse. Fairly well struck. Moderate hairlines 
and scuffing in the obverse field.

Somewhat muted mint luster, 
accented with a touch of dusty gold at the rims. Moderate tics and 
scuffs. There is a small spot of charcoal tone at the left obverse rim. 

1304 Lot of (2) Trade Dollars. Included are 1876-S VF-20, moderate 
scuffing and contact marks; 1878-S Net EF-40, cleaned. 

1305 1877 Trade Dollar. AU-58. This is a more affordable type candi¬ 
date with much of the original luster remaining. There is a little light 
rub from a short stint in circulation, but the devices retain overall 
sharp striking detail. Virtually untoned with scattered abrasions that 
include a few mentionable scrapes at the left reverse border. 

1306 1877 Trade Dollar. Net EF-40; Soft luster, accented with a touch 
of gold. Fields exhibit a semi-prooflike glow. There is a prominent 
linear scuff in the right obverse field. Moderate shallow tics and 
scuffs, overall. 

1307 1877-S Trade Dollar. Choice AU-55. Soft, satiny white mint lus¬ 
ter, accented with a touch of dusty golden tone. Well struck. No 
detracting marks. Just light rubbing. A nice example of the classic 
Trade Dollar type. 

1308 1877-S Trade Dollar. AU-55. Speckles of iridescent tan and 
lavender toning have gathered over a base of golden iridescence. 
Portions of the original finish remain, and the devices retain overall 
sharp definition despite light highpoint rub. Moderately abraded 
with a mentionable reeding mark in the obverse field before Liberty’s 
chest. 


1309 1878-S Trade Dollar. Net AU-50. Bright and lustrous, accented 
with a touch of gold. Appears cleaned at one time. Moderate tics and 
scuffs.

This 
piece grades VG with the hinge broken and the reverse detached. 
Both sides are slate-gray in tone with scattered abrasions and exten¬ 
sive, yet even wear.

This original looking exam¬ 
ple is overlaid in warm tan-gold color. Blushes of original luster still 
cling to the more protected areas around the devices, this despite 
flight rub and some scattered abrasions.

Rare 1855-D Gold Dollar 


1312 1855-D Winter 7-J. Gold Dollar. AU-55 Cleaned. This is an 
immensely popular issue as the only Dahlonega Mint Gold Dollar 
of the Type II design. The ‘55-D is also a rare issue with just 70-80 
coins believed extant from a paltry original mintage of 1,811 pieces 
(the estimate of survivors is per Winter, 2003). This is a rather well 
struck example by the standards of the issue with most of the fea¬ 
tures sharply defined. We do, however, note some softness of detail 
over the central obverse hair curls, as well as the OLL in DOLLAR 
and the 8 in the date on the reverse. There is also some roughness 
in the planchet in the center of the reverse that may help to explain 
the poor striking definition in that area. Neither side is excessively 
abraded for a circulated gold coin from the Georgia branch mint, 
and the color is a not unattractive green-gold shade. A bit glossy in 
texture from a cleaning. 
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1313 Lot of (4) U.S. Gold Coins. Included are: 1861 Gold Dollar AU- 
53 (ICG); 1853 Liberty Quarter Eagle AU-55 Cleaned, Scratched, 
both sides are glossy from the cleaning with a moderate scratch on 
the obverse before Liberty’s portrait; 1908 Indian Half Eagle EF-45 
(ICG); and a 1911 Indian Eagle AU-58 (ICG). Unless otherwise 
stated, all coins are free of singularly mentionable detractions. 
Scattered abrasions are consistent with the assigned grades.

1314 1840-0 Liberty Quarter Eagle. EF-45 Rim Dings. Soft golden 
toning. Average strike. Moderate ticks and scuffs. There are scattered 
small rim nicks on either side, and a couple of heavier rim dings at 
the upper reverse. Just 33,580 pieces were struck. 

1315 Lot of (2) Liberty Quarter Eagles. Included are: 1851-0 AU-50 
Cleaned, olive-gold in color with some scattered hairlines, yet no 
individually bothersome circulation marks; and an 1871 -S AU-50 
Cleaned, the otherwise rose-gold surfaces exhibit some rich copper- 
brown coloration around the reverse periphery'. 

1316 Lot of (2) Gold Coins. Included are: 1858 Quarter Eagle ANACS 
AU-58; uncertified 1898 Eagle AU53. The lower denomination is 
lightly toned, and the eagle has full mint luster. 

1317 1886 Liberty' Quarter Eagle. ALJ-58 Cleaned. Pleasing amounts 
of original luster remain despite a smattering of light abrasions and 
scattered hairlines from a cleaning. The otherwise orange-gold surfaces 
exhibit a blush of reddish-gold color at the lower obverse border. 

1318 1905 Liberty Quarter Eagle. MS-62 Lightly Cleaned. There are 
no sizeable or individually mentionable abrasions on either side, and 
the color is a pleasing medium gold shade. Sharply struck through¬ 
out with a few scattered hairlines that point to a light cleaning. 
Housed in a SEGS holder with a grade of MS-63 Light Cleaning. 

1319 1906 Liberty Quarter Eagle. MS-63 Reverse Cleaned. Both 
sides present rather well despite the impairment with rich orange- 
gold color and pleasingly lustrous features. A few wispy hairlines on 
the reverse are noted for accuracy. 

1320 1915 Indian Quarter Eagle. MS-60. This is a medium gold 
example with bold-to-sharp striking detail in all areas. There are not 
many abrasions that are evident to the naked eye, but the surfaces are 
perhaps a bit too muted to warrant a finer grade.

1321 1925-D Indian Quarter Eagle. MS-60. This BU type candidate is 
sharply struck in all areas save for the lower right obverse.

Lustrous with a softly frosted texture to 
both sides.

1322 1854 Three-Dollar Gold. AU-55. This first-year example is seem¬ 
ingly earmarked for inclusion in a high grade circulated type set! 
Both sides display warm yellow-gold color, the central obverse also ! 
revealing blushes of delicate golden-rose tinting. The surfaces are » 
mostly lustrous, and there are no abrasions that are worthy of singu-1 
lar concern. A pleasing coin for the grade. 

1323 1874 Three-Dollar Gold. AU-55. With warm yellow-gold color * 
and pleasing remnants of the original finish, this coin would make * 
an attractive addition to a high grade circulated type set. Both sides 1 
are a little scufly from time spent in circulation, and there is an * 
obverse graze on Liberty’s cheek that we note for accuracy. Housed ] 
in a PCI holder with a grade of AU-55.

1324 Lot of (2) Liberty Half Eagles. Included are: 1881 AU-55; and a 
1906-D AU-55. Problem-free for the grade with warm, original 
color in rose-gold and orange-gold shades. 

1325 1884 Liberty Half Eagle. MS-60 Cleaned. A sharply struck type | 
candidate, both sides are uncommonly abrasion-free for the grade. 1 
The surfaces, however, are a little bright and glossy from a cleaning. I 

1326 Lot of (2) Liberty Gold Coins. Included are: 1886-S Half Eagle I 
MS-60, rose-gold in color with billowy mint luster; and an 1895 1 
Eagle, warm reddish-gold color is seen on both sides of this moder¬ 
ately abraded representative. 

1327 Lot of (2) Liberty Half Eagles. Included are: 1907 AU-58; and a j 
1908 AU-58. Either yellow-gold or golden-rose in color, both coins j 
are the lightest rub away from full Mint State.

AU-58; and a 1913 AU-58. Both are pleasingly original in appear¬ 
ance, the surfaces mostly lustrous with light rub from a short stint in 
circulation. None of the wispy abrasions are singularly distracting. 

1343 1911 Indian Eagle. AU-55. Both sides are a little scuffy from a 
short stint in circulation, and some light highpoint rub is also noted.

\vivor is pleasingly bold in definition for the type as well as the grade. 

The wear is light, and medium gold features possess the expected 
number of scattered abrasions for a circulated gold coin of this size. 

1349 1873 Liberty Double Eagle. Open 3. MS-62. This is well struck 
example by the standards of the type with overall sharp definition to 
the devices. Both sides are orange-gold in color with suitably vibrant 
luster and no singularly bothersome abrasions. Housed in an MS-63 
Numistrust holder. 

1350 Lot of (2) Liberty Double Eagles. Included are: 1873-S Open 3 
EF-40 Cleaned, glossy from the cleaning with scattered indentations 
and nicks; and an 1899-S AU-50, both sides are partially lustrous 
with light wear across the highpoints. 



1351 1875-S Liberty Double Eagle. MS-61 PL. Both sides are bright¬ 
ly reflective in finish with warm yellow-gold coloration. Scattered 
bagmarks account for the MS-61 designation. A conditionally scarce 
representative of the Type II Double Eagle.

The reverse exhibits an Archer 
seated right on throne holding bow. Somewhat blundered Greek leg¬ 
end. Monogram 73 below bow (Ecbatana mint). Vologasas I was the 
son or brother of Vonones II. He joined with the Kushans and drove 
back the Roman army at Corbulo.

Fortunately, there was never such 
a catastrophic defeat, but if it did happen the Government could simply demonetize 
this distinctive issue so it couldn’t be used. They are still legal tender today.

2002 1796 B-2. Rarity-3. MS-61 (NGC). It may come as a shock 
for one to learn that the Quarter, a mainstay of todays circulating 
coinage, was not among the more popular denominations in the 
early decades of the United States Mint. Judging by yearly 
mintage figures in the 1790s and early 1800s, however, that seems 
to have been exactly the case. This denomination was authorized 
in 1792, but the first examples were not coined until 1796. After 
the latter year, no more Quarters were struck until 1804. When 
one considers that two major design types were employed in 1796 
and 1804, one should clearly recognize the importance of the 
1796 as a one-year type. 

This is the second consecutive sale in which we have had the 
honor of offering a Mint State representative of the 1796 Draped 
Bust, Small Eagle Quarter. Blushes of silver tinged near-brilliance 
peer through an overlay of rich, mottled, olive-gray patina. The 
striking detail is overall bold and quite impressive for a product of 
the early Philadelphia Mint, but accuracy does compel us to men¬ 
tion some softness of detail over the eagle’s head and breast on the 
reverse. There are, however, no sizeable or singularly distracting 
abrasions, and the eye appeal is somewhat above average for the 
BU grade level. Sure to have little difficulty finding its way into a 
Mint State type set.

2004 1807 B-2. Rarity-3. MS-64 (NGC). The Mint employed only 
two die marriages to strike the 1807 Quarter. B-2 is the rarer of the 
two, and it is also more elusive than B-l A, the sub-variety of the B- 
1 dies. The present example is a late die state, as are most extant 
Mint State 1807 B-2 Quarters. The most readily identifiable diag¬ 
nostic of this die state is the union of two prominent reverse breaks 
(as struck) at the eagles head. Both sides are generally sharp in strike 
over the central design elements. The peripheries are also suitably 
bold for the type, but we do note some softness of detail at the rims. 
Otherwise un toned, the surfaces reveal blushes of warm golden-tan 
iridescence around the borders. There are no singularly mention- 
able abrasions, as befits the assigned grade, and the eye appeal is 
pleasing. This is the final issue in the Draped Bust Quarter series, 
and it is the last Quarter issue delivered in the U.S. Mint prior to 
1815. 

Struck from clashed dies, evidence of which can be seen in select areas of both the 
obverse and reverse fields. A loupe also reveals light obverse strike doubling, most 
along the bottom of Liberty’s chin and over the digits in the date. The latter fea¬ 
ture is characteristic of several examples of this variety. 

NGC has seen only 11 1807 Quarters of both die varieties in MS-64, and a mere 
three are finer through MS-67.

A beautiful coin for the toning enthusi 
ast, the upper obverse is overlaid in well blended reddish-russet and 
olive-gold patina that gradually recedes to champagne iridescence 
toward the center. Blushes of similar olive-gold shadings are also seen 
at the lower obverse rim and around the reverse periphery. Sharply 
struck with intensely lustrous, frosty textured features and an 
absolute minimum number of tiny obverse ticks. 

PCGS# 5835. 

2093 1952 FS-1952-3. Superbird. Proof-66 (NGC). So-called 
because of the small “s” visible on the eagle's breast under high power 
magnification. Both sides are untoned, or essentially so, with bright¬ 
ly mirrored features. Powerfully impressed throughout. 

PCGS# 5984. 

2094 1952-S MS-67 (PCGS). Fully original, the lustrous surfaces 
exhibit speckled russet-copper iridescence that largely stays away 
from the central reverse. A virtually blemish-free example for the dis¬ 
cerning specialist.

2095 1794 0-101. G-6 (PCGS). Natural light gray toning is accented 
with a dash of darker tone, mostly at the rims. All features are well 
defined, and the date is bold, albeit worn ever so slightly at the base. 
Rims are complete all around, except at the lower right obverse. 
There are a few tiny, ancient scratches at Liberty’s mouth and simi¬ 
lar appearing minute blemishes at the lower reverse rim. Overall, the 
surfaces are remarkably smooth and attractive. Evenly worn, with 
good detail throughout. 

This date represents America’s first half dollar and is a two-year 
only type with the Flowing Hair motif. A mere 23,464 pieces were 
struck. Survivors are elusive in all grades. PCGS has certified a total 
of fewer than 250 coins. For date, or as a representative of the type 
at only a modest premium over a much more common 1795 dated 
example, this historic coin would be difficult to surpass in quality 
and eye appeal in a G-06 holder. 

PCGS# 6051. 

2096 1795 0-105. Rarity-3. VG-10 (PCGS). A coin for the toning 
enthusiast, both sides are overlaid in rich charcoal-gray patina that 
deepens a bit in the protected areas around the devices. The wear, 
although extensive, is not excessive, both sides actually retaining 
considerable boldness of detail in the recesses. The rims are also dis¬ 
tinct with more-or-less sharp denticulation. Scattered abrasions are 
noted, particularly in the obverse field, but none are either individ¬ 
ually conspicuous or outwardly distracting. A more affordable, yet 
relatively problem-free representative of this, the premier Half 
Dollar type in the history of the U.S. Mint. 

PCGS# 6052. 

2097 1795 0-130. G-6 (ANACS). Uneven, dusty, grayish-brown ton¬ 
ing on both sides. Most worn at the obverse periphery and the 
reverse center. Happily, all four digits of the date are clear, with only 
the very bottom of 17 worn smooth. Liberty’s portrait is fully out¬ 
lined. Modest shallow tics and scuffs. Overton-130 is a slighdy bet¬ 
ter die variety, identified by a wreath with 10 berries right and 7 left. 
No other varieties bear this distinction. This is the first half dollar 
type, struck only in 1794 an 1795. Here is a pleasing and affordable 
example. 

PCGS# 6052. 
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1098 1801 0-101. Rarity-3. VF-25 (PCGS). This mid-grade survivor 
is toned in warm lavender-gray shades that lighten to silver-gray tint¬ 
ing over the raised features. Both sides exhibit moderate, yet even 
wear that has left plenty of bold definition over the more significant 
elements of the design. Problem-free for an early U.S. Half Dollar 
that saw 35 points of wear, the surfaces are free of outwardly notice¬ 
able distractions. 

Adjustment marks (as made) are seen around the lower and right obverse border. 

PCGS# 6064. 


2099 1803 0-101. Rarity-3. Large 3. AU-58 (NGC). This silver-gray 
example reveals blushes of original mint bloom at most angles. The 
strike is well centered on the planchet with bold definition to virtu¬ 
ally all major devices, this despite a little bit of light highpoint rub. 
A few isolated areas are, nonetheless, a litde softly defined, perhaps 
most noticeably over the right obverse periphery. There are no sin¬ 
gularly mentionable abrasions, and the eye appeal is uncommonly 
strong for an early U.S. Half Dollar that saw actual, however limit¬ 
ed circulation. 

There are some light adjustment marks (as produced) on the reverse. 

PCGS# 6066. 


2100 1806 0-106. Rarity-4. Knobbed 6, Small Stars. AU-55 
(NGC). This richly toned, mostly copper-gray example reveals 
more vivid reddish-apricot and cobalt-blue undertones at direct light 
angles. The centering is well executed, and the otherwise bold strike 
wanes only a bit on the reverse above and behind the eagle’s head, as 
well as in the corresponding area on the obverse. Free of mention- 
able abrasions with solid originality and pleasing eye appeal. 

PCGS# 6074. 

2101 1806 0-109. Pointed 6, No Stem. EF-40 (NGC). This popular 
Guide Book variety is a surprisingly affordable representative of the 
Draped Bust Half Dollar series at the EF level. Richly original, both 
sides are toned in lavender-gray shades that deepen to russet high¬ 
lights around many of the peripheral devices. The strike is suitably 
bold for the type, and light wear is evenly distributed. Problem-free 
for the grade, the surfaces are silent on the subject of mentionable 
abrasions. 

PCGS# 6073. 


2102 1807 0-102. Draped Bust. EF-45 (PCGS). Both sides are silver- 
gray in tone with blushes of original luster evident as the surfaces dip 
into a light. The focal features are generally bold, and the wear is 
light and largely confined to the highpoints. There are two men¬ 
tionable grazes in the right obverse field, but the overall appearance 
seems to be rather close to what one would expect for an AU grade. 

PCGS# 6079. 

2103 1807 0-105. Draped Bust. EF-40 (NGC). Richly original ton¬ 
ing in tan-gray and charcoal-gray shades envelops both sides of this 
overall lightly worn representative. With a well centered impression 
and ample boldness of detail remaining, this problem-free EF coin 
would make a pleasing addition to a circulated type set. 

PCGS# 6079. 

2104 1810 0-102. AU-58 (NGC). This richly toned example displays 
dominant lavender-gray patination and some richer steel-gray high¬ 
lights toward the borders. Well centered on the reverse, the impres¬ 
sion is drawn toward the left a little on the obverse. Both sides, how¬ 
ever, exhibit at least discernible denticles in all areas, and the central 
design elements are well struck save for some mentionable softness 
of detail on the reverse over the eagle’s left (facing) wing. Problem- 
free for the near-Mint grade. 

PCGS# 6095. 

2105 1813 O-105a. Rarity-3. AU-50 (ANACS). A very late state, the 
dies have eroded quite a bit with little milling left and many of the 
peripheral devices drawn toward the rims. The strike is also a little 
soft here and there over the central design elements, but wear is min¬ 
imal and confined to the higher points. Golden-blue and russet 
peripheral toning frames silver-gray centers, all areas free of singu¬ 
larly mentionable circulation marks. 

PCGS# 6103. 

2106 1814/3 0-101. EF-45 (PCGS). Attractive light gray toning, with 
darker highlights around the lettering and devices. Well struck. Just 
a touch of even light wear, with no detracting marks. This example 
is from and early die state, without die breaks or die clashing. This 
is the only overdate variety struck in 1814.

2107 1817 0-110. MS-64 (PCGS). Richly toned, the otherwise cop¬ 
per-gray surfaces reveal blushes of cobalt-blue patination that are 
perhaps most readily evident along the lower borders. Both sides are 
lustrous with a softly frosted sheen, and sharp striking definition is 
also a praiseworthy attribute. Carefully preserved throughout, and 
seemingly smooth enough to warrant consideration at the full Gem 
grade level. Overton’s Condition Census for the 1817 0-110 Half 
Dollar reads: 65; 65; 65; 63; 62. 

PCGS# 6109. 

2108 1817 O-l 10a. AU-55 (NGC). Attractively original, the surfaces 
are veiled in even slate-gray patina. The overall definition is relative¬ 
ly sharp, this despite some light highpoint rub, and neither side 
reveals a noteworthy abrasion. Nicely preserved despite a short stint 
in circulation. 

PCGS# 6109. 
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2109 1821 0-104. MS-64 (NGC). This satiny near-Gem is brightly 
lustrous with only minimal champagne-gold iridescence that appears 
to drift toward the rims. Both sides are sharply struck from a well 
centered impression. Singularly menrionable abrasions are not seen, 
as befits the grade, and the eye appeal alone would seem to suggest 
an even finer grade. 0-104 may be a plentiful die marriage for the 
1821 Half Dollar, but the finest example on Overton’s Condition 
Census grades only MS-63. An obviously important offering for the 
die variety specialist. 

PCGS# 6128. 



2110 1827 O-lll. Rarity-4. Square Base 2. MS-63 (PCGS). Both 
sides present as remarkably abrasion-free for the assigned grade. The 
obverse is awash in rich copper-gray toning, while the reverse is 
brighter with wisps of golden iridescence. A sharply impressed exam¬ 
ple that would probably warrant a near-Gem grade were the obverse 
a bit more vibrant in the luster category. 

PCGS# 6144. 

2111 1827 0-129. Rarity-4. Square Base 2. MS-63 (PCGS). A 
pleasing representative for the toning enthusiast, both sides are 
veiled in a base of tan-gray patina over which vivid apricot and 
cobalt-blue highlights have gathered around the peripheries. The 
strike is well executed and sharp in most areas. There are not many 
abrasions for the assigned grade, but a few moderate distractions in 
the left obverse field are noted.

2112 1829 0-119. MS-64 (NGC). Warm champagne-apricot and 
golden undertones backlight slate-gray patina. The strike is well cen¬ 
tered and nicely executed for the type with overall bold definition on 
both sides. Satin luster is full and suitably vibrant, and the surfaces 
are free of singularly mentionable abrasions. Solidly graded as a near- 
Gem. Overton’s Condition Census for this die marriage reads: 65: 

62; 60; 55; 55.

2113 1829 0-117. MS-64 (NGC). This is a richly toned example, the 
otherwise gunmetal-gray surfaces yield to more vivid cobalt-blue and 
champagne-apricot undertones at direct angles. The central design 
elements are sharply defined, but we do note a little softness of detail 
here and there around the peripheries. There are no outwardly dis¬ 
tracting abrasions, and the assigned grade would probably have been 
even higher were the luster a bit more vibrant. Overton-117 may be 
among the more easily obtainable die marriages of the 1829 Half, 
but examples that grade at or above the MS-62 level are worthy of 
special attention due to their Condition Census status (per 
Overton’s list). 

PCGS# 6154. 

2114 1830 0-117. Small 0. EF-40 (NGC). Steel-lilac iridescence over¬ 
lays both sides and yields to antique copper tinting in select periph¬ 
eral areas. Partially lustrous, the surfaces are minimally abraded for 
the assigned grade with overall light rub. 

PCGS# 6157. 

2115 1834 0-114. Small Date, Stars, and Letters. MS-62 (NGC). 
Deeply toned in charcoal-gray shades, both sides also reveal a few 
splashes of antique gold patina at certain angles. With suitably sharp 
central design elements and no outwardly distracting abrasions, this 
coin would make a more affordable addition to a Mint State type set. 

PCGS# 6166. 

2116 1834 0-116. Small Date, Small Letters. EF-40 (PCGS). The 
otherwise lilac tinged surfaces reveal richer olive-copper patination 
at the denticles. Lightly worn, yet possessed of overall bold defini¬ 
tion, both sides are free of singularly mentionable circulation marks. 

PCGS# 6166. 
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.117 1836 O-lOla. Lettered Edge. MS-61 (NGC). A bit softly 
impressed in the centers, yet otherwise sharp with richly original 
lavender-gray toning. There are no sizeable or conspicuous abrasions 
on either side. 

PCGS# 6169. 


2118 1837 MS-65 (NGC). An important type, the Reeded Edge, 50 
CENTS Half Dollar was produced for just two years. Since the first-year 
1836 is a low mintage rarity with just 1,200 pieces delivered, the 1837 
(3.6 million coins struck) is the logical choice for the type collector seek¬ 
ing a representative of this design. This is not to imply that the 1837 is 
common in the finer Mint State grades, for it most certainly is not. The 
highest grade typically offered in todays market is MS-64. This signifi¬ 
cant Gem is richly toned in speckled russet, lilac-gray, and olive-gray 
shades. All devices are crisply delineated, and we are unable to locate any 
abrasions that would call into question the validity of the assigned grade. 

PCGS# 6176. 

2119 1838 Reeded Edge. MS-61 (NGC). Both sides are mostly sharp 
in striking detail, although we do note a little softness of detail here 
and there around the obverse periphery. There are also suggestions of 
pale golden tinting at the borders, but more than a few wispy abra¬ 
sions are not seen. Uncommonly distraction-free for the assigned 
grade, and worthy of careful bidder consideration, as such. 

PCGS# 6177. 

2120 1838 Reeded Edge. MS-60 (PCGS). The present sale notwith¬ 
standing, the Reeded Edge Half Dollar types of 1836-1839 can be 
difficult to locate in all Mint State grades. The coin in the present lot 
displays modest, yet appreciable cartwheel luster effects beneath an 
overlay of warm golden-gray patina. The strike is overall sharp, and 
the only mentionable abrasions are a few small obverse reeding 
marks over and before Liberty’s portrait.

2121 1839-0 MS-63 (NGC). The 1839-0 is the first branch mint Half 
Dollar prepared for circulation in the United States. As such, survivors from 
a not overly generous delivery of 178,976 pieces are eagerly sought at all 
levels of preservation. It is not often that we handle a solidly Uncirculated 
survivor, but, with full luster and no wear, this is just such a coin. Both sides 
are satiny-to-softly frosted in sheen. The strike is sharp in virtually all areas, 
and none of the scattered, grade-defining abrasions are really worthy of sin¬ 
gular concern. Silver tinged within charcoal-russet rim accents. 

NGC Census: 8; 19 finer. 

PCGS# 6181. 



2122 1845-0 WB-101. MS-64 (NGC). Produced in respectable num¬ 
bers (2 million pieces), the 1845-0 is a common Seated Half from 
the 1840s, at least in the lower circulated grades. In EF and AU, 
however, the ‘45-0 is conditionally scarce, and even marginal Mint 
State survivors are rare. Richly toned, the near-Gem in this lot 
should be of obvious importance to specialists. The obverse is more 
extensively patinated with antique copper overtones that yield to 
reddish-apricot highlights at direct angles. Sprays of the latter color 
dominate the outward appearance on the reverse, there also being an 
area of near-brilliance in the field above the eagle. The luster is fully 
frosted throughout and most vibrant on the reverse. A sharply struck 
and virtually distraction-free example that is difficult to improve 
upon in terms of technical quality. 

NGC Census: 9; with a mere three finer (MS-65 finest). 

PCGS# 6249. 


2123 1848-0 WB-101. MS-64 (PCGS). This is a true condition rari¬ 
ty. Wiley and Bugert (1993) assign the 1848-0 either a Rarity-1 or 
a Rarity-1+ rating in all circulated grades. In Mint State, however, 
the rarity factor jumps to 6-. Obviously, most of the 3.1 million Half 
Dollars that flowed from the presses in the New Orleans Mint in 
1848 entered circulation. The present survivor, however, is free of 
wear with fully intact, softly frosted luster. Delicately patinated in 
champagne iridescence, both sides are sharply impressed through¬ 
out. Liberty’s foot support on the obverse, however, is incomplete 
due to over-zealous die polishing. With no singularly mentionable 
abrasions and pleasing eye appeal, this coin is not all that far from a 
full Gem rating. 

Myriad spindly die cracks (as struck) are seen around the peripheries on both the 
obverse and the reverse. 

PCGS Population: 4; 3 finer (MS-65 finest). 

PCGS# 6261. 
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2124 1853 Arrows and Rays. MS-64 (PCGS). This is an original 
looking example whose otherwise lilac-gray features exhibit a few 
isolated blushes of copper-russet toning toward the rims. Both sides 
are sharply struck, and there are no outwardly noticeable bagmarks. 
The Arrows and Rays variant of Gobrecht s Seated Liberty design 
was used on the Half Dollar only in 1853. The P-mint issue of this 
type is (understandably) always in demand among both circulated 
and Mint State collectors. Survivors that grade Choice-Gem are 
quite scarce from a market availability standpoint. 

PCGS# 6275. 



2125 1855/854 Arrows FS-005. MS-64 (NGC). Full satiny white 
mint luster provides excellent eye appeal. Mostly well struck, with 
die clashing evident around Liberty in the obverse field. There are 
just a few microscopic ticks on both sides. No hard or detracting 
contact marks. Faint hairlines are evident in the right obverse field. 
There are fairly heavy die polishing lines in the field around the date, 
as struck. Very attractive. 

Only 24 total examples of this important overdate have been cer¬ 
tified by NGC. The variety can be distinguished by clear doubling 
of the date at upper loop of the 8 and the first 5, with remnants of 
an underlying 4 evident beneath the second 5. This example shows 
an easily seen crossbar of the previously punched 4 within the loop 
of the 5. By all accounts, this coin is from a fairly early die state, 
hence the easily discernible doubling. It is a prize for specialists in 
the series. 

NGC Population: two examples have been certified with FS-005 distinction; one 

finer. 

PCGS# 6282. 

2126 1859 MS-63 (PCGS). This is a frosty textured example whose 
otherwise sharp strike wanes a little over a few of the obverse star 
centrils. Otherwise brilliant, delicate champagne-apricot highlights 
are seen at the denticles. A few scattered abrasions seem to preclude 
a finer grade, but none are really worthy of individual attention. 

PCGS# 6296. 


2127 1861-S MS-62 (NGC). Soft white mint luster. Mostly well struck. 
Surface marks are minimal and unobtrusive. There are just a few 
faint obverse hairlines. This interesting example has a severely bro-J 
ken obverse die at the lower rim and at the stars on the right. 

PCGS# 6306. 

2128 1867-S MS-62 (NGC). This is a mostly silver-gray representative 
that does, nonetheless, display some dappled russet and pale cham- 
pagne iridescence in the more protected areas around the devices and 
toward the denticles. A bit lacking in the luster category, but rela¬ 
tively abrasion-free for a BU silver coin of this size. S-mint Halves 
from the 1860s are scarce-to-rare in Mint State. 

PCGS# 6321. 



2129 1868 Proof-65 (NGC). We have no doubt that this richly toned, 
copper-russet Gem is 100% original. Direct angles call forth not 
only more vivid undertones, but shimmering brightness in the fields 
from the proof finish. Razor sharp striking detail and a smooth look¬ 
ing sheen are also noteworthy features. A well preserved specimen 
representative of an issue that is elusive at the finer levels of business 
strike preservation. 

NGC Census: 17: 5 finer. 

PCGS# 6323. 



2130 1871 MS-64 (PCGS). Silver-gray patina lightens to near-brilliance 
on the reverse of this sharply struck-up example. Fulsome mint frost 
blankets both sides, the surfaces of which are free of singularly men- 
tionable abrasions. Among the more easily obtainable P-mint Halves 
struck in the years immediately following the Civil War, the 1871 is 
a strong candidate for inclusion in a type set.

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Richly Toned 1873 Arrows

2131 1873 Arrows. MS-65 (NGC). In an effort to make U.S. coinage 
conform more closely to the metric system, Congress increased the 
weight of the Half Dollar from 12.44 grams to 12.50 grams with 
the Act of February 12, 1873. As was done in 1853-1855, Arrows 
were placed in the obverse field both before and after the date to 
denote this change. (The rays that the Mint also used in 1853 were 
not resurrected in 1873). The arrows remained in place through 
1874, creating a two-year type in which collectors have long been 
interested. High grade survivors of both the 1873 Arrows and 1874 
deliveries are anything but common, particularly from a market 
availability standpoint. Solidly graded as a Gem, the present coin 
offers unquestionable originality in the form of rich, mottled ton¬ 
ing in charcoal, reddish-champagne, and sea-green colors. A few 
areas of near-brilliance are also seen, but we are unable to locate 
even a single distracting bagmark. Fully frosted and sharply struck, 
this coin would serve as a centerpiece in any Gem quality type set. 

NGC Census: 7; 3 finer (MS-66 finest). 

PCGS# 6343. 


2132 1874 Arrows. AU-58 (PCGS). With plenty of sharp striking 
detail remaining and no abrasions that are out of context with the 
assigned grade, this coin would fit comfortably into a near-Mint 
type set. Both sides are golden toned with light highpoint rub. The 
1873-1874 Arrows type of the Seated Half Dollar is an important 
and conditionally challenging type that is always in demand among 
collectors. 

PCGS# 6346. 

2133 1875-S MS-64 (PCGS). Speckles of cobalt-blue and russet toning 
have gathered over a base of golden-gray patination. Sharply struck 
with pleasingly vibrant luster, this coin is a solid near-Gem repre¬ 
sentative of the Motto type Seated Half Dollar. 

PCGS# 6351. 



2134 1879 MS-66 (PCGS). Gleaming satin-like mint luster is comple¬ 
mented with a hint of delicate rose-sunset iridescence at the rims. 
Sharply struck. Pristine, nearly blemish-free surfaces. Superb quality 
and eye appeal. This date marks the beginning of the low mintage 
business strike half dollars which continued uninterrupted until 
1890. While numismatic speculators at the time were aware of the 
low mintage figures and obtained them in quantity, very few 
Uncirculated pieces survive today in certified MS-66 quality. They 
are, in fact, much scarcer than their Proof counterparts. Mintage in 
this year amounted to only 4,800 business strikes, plus 1,100 addi¬ 
tional pieces struck in the Proof format. Huge quantities of Morgan 
dollars being coined at all Mint facilities from the historic Comstock 
Lode silver supply, for most years, resulted in the limited coining 
press time available for the half dollar and quarter dollar.

PCGS# 6361. 

2135 1880 Proof-64 (PCGS). One of just 9,755 Half Dollars delivered 
in 1880, this richly toned proof is overlaid in lavender-charcoal 
shades that lighten toward the centers. The strike is mostly sharp, 
but we do note some light softness of detail over the central high- 
points. Bothersome handling marks, however, are not seen, and the 
fields reveal hints of reflectivity as the coin dips into a light. 

PCGS# 6441. 



2136 1884 Proof-64 (NGC). Full soft white mint brilliance. Gleaming 
deeply reflective fields exhibit a mere hint of faint haze. Engraved 
features offer very light frosted contrast. There are light hairlines in 
the right obverse field. Surfaces are virtually flawless, otherwise. A 
popular low mintage date, just 5,275 pieces were struck, including 
875 examples struck in the Proof format. 

PCGS# 6366. 
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2137 1886 Proof-64 (PCGS). Otherwise dominant charcoal-copper 
patination yields to near-brilliance over the lower central obverse. 
More vivid blue and golden-orange colors also border that area. 
Virtually full in strike, and nearly in the Gem category. This is a pop¬ 
ular issue among specialists, the combined business strike and proof 
deliveries amounting to just 5,886 pieces. 

PCGS# 6447. 

2138 1891 MS-63 DPL (NGC). Untoned throughout, both sides are 
deeply mirrored in the fields with more of a satiny finish to the 
devices. The striking detail wanes a bit over the higher elements of 
the design, but a lack of singularly mentionable abrasions further 
enhances overall pleasing eye appeal. 

NGC has certified just two 1891 Seated Halves in DPL, the present example and a 

coin in MS-64. 

PCGS# 6373. 

2139 1891 MS-63 (PCGS). This final-year Seated Half is possessed of 
needle sharp striking detail on both the obverse and the reverse. 
Both sides are overlaid in silver iridescence, through which frosty 
luster shines at most angles. There arc also suggestions of modest 
brightness in the fields, but we are unable to locate any abrasions 
that are particularly noteworthy. Perhaps worthy of consideration at 
the near-Gem level. 

PCGS# 6373. 

2140 1892 MS-64 (PCGS). This richly toned example is awash in 
antique copper patina. Suggestions of pale olive-apricot tinting is 
also seen toward the rims at certain angles, but noteworthy abrasions 
are conspicuous by their absence. Perhaps worthy of a full Gem rat¬ 
ing were the luster just a bit more vibrant. 

PCGS# 6461. 


2141 1893 Proof-67 Cameo (NGC). Nearly full mint brilliance is t 
enhanced with a hint of light multicolored toning, most evident on I 
the reverse. Deep mirror-like fields. Features stand out in bold frost-1 
ed relief, and border on Ultra Cameo distinction. Surfaces are I 
immaculate. Fantastic eye appeal. Just 792 Proofs were struck. 

NGC Population: ten at this level with CAMEO designation; one finer. 

PCGS# 6465. 

2142 1893-0 AU-58 (PCGS). Virtually full striking definition remains I 
on both sides, the devices uncommonly sharply detailed for a Barber 1 
Half from the New Orleans Mint.

Gems are hardly ever offered even in 
the largest auctions, and, in fact, this is the finest example that this cataloger has handled in quite some time.'The strike is general¬ 
ly above average for an S-mint Half of this rype, but we do note a little softness of detail in the centers, as well as over Liberty’s head.

Both sides are virtually 
untoned with faint traces of original luster in a few of the more pro¬ 
tected areas. Faint blushes of golden-gray iridescence are seen as the 
surfaces rotate under a light. Average in strike for the type, yet free 
of uneven or excessive wear. According to Bowers (1993), the die 
state is among the scarcer for the B-28 die marriage. It is perhaps 
most readily identifiable by a lack of die breaks to the left of the 
eagles tail on the reverse.

Pointed 9, Wide 
Date. EF-45 (PCGS). This is certainly one of the rarest of the 
numerous early Silver Dollars that we are offering in this sale. In fact, 
B-16 is a major rarity among die marriages of the 1798 Large Eagle 
Dollar. According to M.H. Bolender (as quoted in Bowers, 1993): 
“The [obverse] die broke early and so badly that very few pieces were 
struck, possibly not over two, as no others are known to the author.” 
Additional examples of the 1798 B-16 Dollar have surfaces since 
Bolender's writing in 1930, and Bowers (1993) states that perhaps as 
many as 30-50 coins are extant. He also notes, however, that some 
estimates for the number of survivors are as low as 6-12 pieces. 

Most examples of the 1798 B-16 Silver Dollar in today's hobby 
are late die states with a sizeable obverse break (as struck) from the 
rim before star 1 to the top of the digits in the date. The present 
coin, however, is an early state with no outward evidence of this 
crack. A loupe, however, does reveal a tiny “chip” at the top of the 1 
in the date that may be the beginning of this crack. The surfaces have 
a nice original look with mottled blue-gray and tan-russet toning. 
The right obverse periphery and the central reverse are softly 
defined, but most other areas possess suitably bold definition for the 
type as well as the grade. The denticles are readily evident around 
both sides, and only light wear across the highpoints is evident. 
Minimally abraded for a Draped Bust Dollar that saw actual, how¬ 
ever limited use in the avenues of commerce. We encourage variety 
specialists to enter strong bids for this important rarity. 

According to Bowers (1993), an example of the 1798 B-lti Dollar in Die State I 
appeared as lot 874 in Superior's 1975 ANA Convention Sale. Since that coin was 
graded VF-20, we doubt chat it is the same as the present representative

2277 1798 B-23, BB-105. Large Eagle. Pointed 9, Wide Date. EF- 
40 (ANACS). There are blushes of vivid cobalt-blue, gold, and 
reddish-russet patina along the lower and left obverse borders, as well 
as within the recesses of the reverse shield and around many of the 
letters in AMERICA. The balance of the surfaces are mostly silver- 
gray in sheen, although we do note some rich charcoal patination 
along the upper reverse border. The wear is light and evenly distrib¬ 
uted, and the devices retain some bolder definition in several areas. 
Free of singularly mentionable abrasions. Along with BB-125, BB- 
105 is the most plentiful die marriage of the 1798 Large Eagle 
Dollar. The present example, therefore, would make a worthwhile 
addition to a circulated type set.

(ANACS). Both sides are steel-gray in tone over devices that are 
sharply struck between well denticulated borders. The wear is light 
and largely confined to the highpoints, and both sides are remarkably 
free of distracting abrasions for an early Dollar that saw actual use in 
circulation. A few speckles of slightly deeper patination are scattered 
around on the obverse. This is not an easy die marriage to locate in 
AU, most survivors grading no finer than VF. Clearly, the present lot 
represents an important bidding opportunity for the specialist. 

The die state is more accurately described as intermediate between III and IV with 
the reverse crack that originates below the ED in UNITED not fully defined 
through to the border aftor the word STATES.

(ANACS). This is perhaps the single most important early Dollar 
jhat we are offering in this sale. B-18 is the second rarest die mar¬ 
riage of the 1799 Draped Bust Dollar. It carries a Rarity-5 rating, 
and only about 80 coins are believed extant in all grades. In addi¬ 
tion, the present coin is of further importance due to the early state 
of the dies. Virtually all known 1799 B-18 Dollars display a heavy 
reverse die crack (as struck) between the ED in STATES, through 
the eagle’s left (facing) wing, and to the top of the shield. Several 
lighter reverse die breaks are also usually present, one of which goes 
through the letters TATES O in the legend. This particular exam¬ 
ple, however, does not display any cracks. In Die State I with Perfect 
Dies, Bowers (1993) states that the 1799 B-18 is known to the 
extent of just 1-3 coins. 

This coin is not attributed on the ANACS insert, and we believe 
that it is a newly discovered example of the Bolender-18 variety in 
Die State I. Both sides are richly toned in generally even gunmetal- 
gray patina. There are also a few isolated swirls of slightly lighter 
tinting, most notably over some of the raised features and in the left 
and right obverse fields. The strike is well centered and sharply exe¬ 
cuted without evidence of the reverse die misalignment that is seen 
on some examples of this variety. Light-to-moderate wear is evenly 
distributed, and the major design elements retain plenty of bold 
definition. There are not many abrasions, particularly for an early 
U.S. silver coin that saw this extensive circulation. A small planchet 
flaw (as made) should help trace the pedigree of this important rar¬ 
ity among Draped Bust Dollars: this feature is seen on the obverse 
rim after the final 9 in the date, as well as on the reverse rim at the 
F in OF. 

The rarity of this variety in Die State I is undoubtedly due to the fact that the dies 
cracked very early in the press run. Very few examples must have been struck prior 
to the reverse cracking so markedly between the ED in UNITED. The terminal 
nature of this crack also certainly explains the overall scarcity of the B-18 die mar¬ 
riage, since the reverse die was probably withdrawn from production after deliver¬ 
ing a relatively limited number of coins.

Not 
seen.” The present example displays all of these as produced features 
save for the reverse die break through the word OF (As an aside, 
there is a clashmark from the end of Liberty’s bust through the word 
OF on the reverse of this coin. Is this the “die crack” mentioned in 
the Sotheby’s description?) The overall strike is quite bold, although 
the E in AMERICA is mostly indistinct due to the aforementioned 
bulging in that area.

Hairlines appear minimal and highly unob¬ 
trusive, appearing mosdy in the upper reverse field. There is no han¬ 
dling or detracting marks. This silver dollar has obviously been cared

Before 1858 Proof coinage was not sold to the public. Only dig¬ 
nitaries and coin collectors with inside contacts were afforded the 
opportunity to obtain examples of current coinage prepared in the 
Proof format.

An issue that has long enjoyed a strong 
following among Silver Dollar collectors, the 1858 was produced 
solely as a proof. We do not know exactly how many examples of this 
date were prepared, but an estimate of 300+ pieces is generally 
agreed upon in numismatic circles. This golden toned representative 
is uniformly brilliant in finish with the razor sharp strike that one 
should expect for proof production methods. Sizeable and/or singu¬ 
larly distracting contact marks are not seen, and there are just a few 
wispy hairlines that seem to preclude a near-Gem rating.

The 1859-S is also a scarce-to-rare coin in all grades with just 20,000 
pieces originally produced, most of which were exported to the Far 
East. Richly toned, this original looking survivor is overlaid in laven¬ 
der-gray patina that assumes an olive or cobalt-blue color around the 
peripheries. The strike is above average for the issue, particularly on 
the obverse, and neither side reveals more than light rub across the 
highpoints. Scattered abrasions include a mentionable graze on 
Liberty’s cheek, but we stress that the number of outwardly distract¬ 
ing circulation marks is relatively minimal for the issue.

A mere 11,540 business strikes were coined, and it is well doc¬ 
umented that coins minted in this year and others in this turbulent 
period in American history were sent to Europe in payment for 
goods supporting the war effort. Fewer escaped that fate or found 
their way home. All have low certified populations today. Just 109 
total examples bearing this date have been certified by PCGS at all 
levels. Far more Proofs have been graded than business strikes. Rare 
in Mint State by all accounted. Coveted by specialists in the series 
and collectors of Civil War era numismatic treasures, alike.

Solidly graded as MS-66, the present example, therefore, represents a bidding opportu¬ 
nity of the utmost importance and rarity for the specialist. The surfaces are brilliant with full, frosty textured luster. In addition to toning, both sides 
are devoid of grade-limiting bagmarks. The fields are particularly smooth in appearance, and the devices are also praiseworthy from the standpoint of 
striking detail. Absolutely gorgeous in terms of eye appeal, this coin is worthy of a strong bid. 

The 1883-S is a conditionally challenging issue despite a not insignificant original mintage of 6.2 million pieces. This fact reverses a trend of ear¬ 
lier decades where the ‘83-S was once considered to be among the more plentiful S-mint Morgans in Mint State. We believe that the number of Mint 
State 1883-S Silver Dollars available in the market, while sufficient to meet the demand of earlier generations of collectors, is no longer adequate to 
provide all of todays specialists with an attractive representative. Bidders, therefore, should expect fierce competition for this lot.

Temptingly close to a full Gem grade, and perhaps worthy of that 
designation were the strike just a tad sharper in the centers. 

There are scattered striations (as made) in the obverse field. 

PCGS# 7186. 
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2441 1889-CC EF-40 (PCGS). The rarest CC-mint issue in the Morgan 
Dollar series, the 1889-CC was produced to the extent of just 350,000 
pieces. Mosdy silver-gray in tone, this lighdy circulated survivor reveals 
blushes of warmer golden undertones at more direct angles. Plenty of 
bold striking detail remains, and blushes of original luster shimmer as 
the surfaces rotate under a light. Problem-free for the grade with just a 
few, generally inconspicuous abrasions scattered about.

2442 Lot of (2) 1889-0 Morgan Silver Dollars MS-64 (PCGS). 
Both are generally bold in strike with lustrous, frosty textured sur¬ 
faces. The first coin is untoned, but the second displays a little light 
champagne-apricot iridescence.

2443 1889-0 MS-64 (NGC). Full gleaming mint luster. The strike is 
above average for this ordinarily weakly struck issue. Attractive sur¬ 
faces. No particularly hard or detracting contact marks. It is an 
important offering in this grade, and highly sought after due to the 
dramatic rise in value for examples grading just one point finer.

2444 1889-S MS-64 (PCGS). Both sides are razor sharp in strike, the sheen 
fully lustrous and richly frosted. Whereas the obverse presents as untoned, 
the reverse does exhibit some delicate peripheral shadings in champagne- 
tan hues. Nearly smooth enough to warrant an even finer grade.

2445 1889-S MS-64 (PCGS). Mostly even on the reverse, olive-russet 
toning assumes a much more mottled distribution on the obverse. 
There are also areas of near-brilliance intermingled on the latter side. 
A fully frosted Gem with bold-to-sharp striking detail.

2446 1890 Proof-66 Cameo (NGC). As a rule, the 1890 is not among 
the most carefully produced issues in the Morgan Dollar series. It is, 
however, usually more sharply struck than the issues both immedi¬ 
ately preceding and following it. That said, we direct bidder atten¬ 
tion to the high end Gem in this lot. The striking detail is perhaps 
the sharpest that this cataloger has ever seen on a proof 1890 Dollar. 
In fact, it is virtually full, and only the lightest softness of detail over 
the central obverse highpoint prevents us from describing it as such. 
The eye appeal is also praiseworthy, both sides untoned, bright, and 
boldly contrasted in finish. Silky smooth in sheen, and worthy of 
inclusion in the finest proof Morgan Dollar set.

2447 1890 MS-65 (NGC). This frosty textured Gem is essentially 
untoned. Both sides are sharply struck, and an overall lack of dis¬ 
tracting bagmarks more than upholds the validity of the assigned 
grade. Common in lower grades, the 1890 is surprisingly scarce at 
the present level for an issue with more than 16.8 million coins orig¬ 
inally produced.

2448 1890-CC MS-62 DPL (NGC). Attractively toned in lilac-gray iri¬ 
descence, both sides radiate deep mirrored reflectivity in the fields as 
the coin rotates under a light. Boldly-to-sharply struck in all areas 
with scattered bagmarks, only a few of which are moderate in size.

2449 1890-0 MS-66 (NGC). Full rich, satin-like mint luster. Quite 
well struck for this characteristically very weakly struck New Orleans 
Mint issue, which accounts for its rarity in this lofty certified state of 
preservation. Surfaces are smooth and attractive. Microscopic ticks 
are absolutely minimal. Visual appeal is stunning, and at this grade 
level, the ‘90-0 is a great rarity in spite of a mintage of over 10.7 
million pieces. This fabulous example is worthy of the ultimate 
NGC Registry set.

2450 1890-S MS-65 (PCGS). Nearly full mint luster, highlighted with 
a touch of golden rose iridescence on the reverse. Well struck. There 
are a few minuscule tics on Liberty’s cheek. Nearly mark-free, other¬ 
wise.

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2451 1891-CC MS-64 (PCGS). Housed in an older PCGS holder, this 
richly toned example is free of outwardly noticeable bagmarks. Both 
sides are veiled in lilac-silver patina that yields to apricot and lilac 
undertones at more direct angles. There are also a few blushes of 
deeper charcoal toning at the upper right and lower left reverse bor¬ 
ders. Overall sharp in strike, and possessed of full, pleasingly vibrant 
luster.

2452 1891-CC MS-63 (PCGS). This smartly impressed example is fully 
lustrous with a richly frosted texture. There are not all that many 
abrasions for the assigned grade, but an obverse reeding mark over 
Liberty’s cheek is noted.

2453 1891-0 MS-63 (PCGS). Typically struck for the issue, both the 
obverse and the reverse are, however, not overly abraded for the MS- 
63 designation. Untoned with pleasingly vibrant luster.

2454 1892 MS-63 (PCGS). Full soft white mint luster. Average strike. 
There is a touch of shallow horizontal scuffing on Liberty’s cheek. 
Surfaces are nearly mark-free, otherwise.

2455 1892-CC MS-64 (PCGS). There is no toning on either side, this 
feature allowing full appreciation of richly frosted luster. Sharply 
struck throughout, both sides appear smooth enough to warrant 
consideration at the Gem grade level. Unlike many of the earlier 
CC-mint issues in this series, the 1892-CC becomes conditionally 
scarce in MS-64. It is rare any finer. 



2456 1892-CC MS-63 (PCGS). Lustrous throughout, the surfaces are 
overlaid in swirling mint frost. Both sides are generally sharp in 
strike, but we do note a little softness of detail on the hair curls over 
Liberty’s ear. None of the scattered bagmarks are out of context with 
the assigned grade. The 1892-CC is among the more conditionally 
challenging Carson City Morgans with most survivors confined to 
the BU grade level.

2457 1892-CC MS-62 (PCGS). This silver tinged example is pleasing¬ 
ly vibrant in the luster category for a BU quality Dollar. The strike 
is sharp in all areas save for the central obverse, and the number of 
scattered abrasions is consistent with the designated grade.

2458 1892-CC AU-50 (PCGS). This is a mostly lustrous example 
whose otherwise silver tinged surfaces reveal blushes of golden pati- 
nation at the denticles. Light highpoint rub is noted, the devices 
retaining plenty of bold-to-sharp .striking detail. Scattered abrasions 
do not include any that are worthy of singular mention.

2459 1892-0 MS-64 (PCGS). Both sides exhibit warm reddish-tan 
peripheral patina, and there is also a blush of richer cobalt-blue ton¬ 
ing along the upper obverse border. Satin-to-softly frosted luster 
blankets both sides of this minimally abraded O-mint Dollar.

2460 Lot of (2) 1892-0 Morgan Silver Dollars MS-64 (PCGS). 
Both are untoned with flowing mint frost. Lightly struck in the cen¬ 
ters, as typically seen for the issue.

2461 1892-0 MS-64 (NGC). Untoned with a silver-white sheen, both 
the obverse and the reverse appear uncommonly smooth even for the 
assigned grade. The luster is full throughout, and the surfaces may 
have qualified for a full Gem rating were the strike a bit bolder in the 
centers.

2462 1892-S AU-50 (NGC). Soft grayish white luster. Just light wear. 
No hard or detracting marks. It is a pleasing and scarce AU-50 exam¬ 
ple, and is a highly important offering as such, due to the skyrock¬ 
eting value of a certified MS-60 specimen.

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2463 1893 Proof-60 Altered Surfaces. Both sides are overall sharply 
struck, but the hair over Liberty’s ear is a tad softly defined. We 
stress, however, that proof Morgans of the 1892-1893 era typically 
display the latter feature. The surfaces are silver-gray in sheen with a 
curious interplay between “frosty” devices and “reflective” fields. 
There are, however, no singularly mentionable contact marks or 
hairlines. A more affordable specimen for proof type purposes.

2464 1893 AU-58 (PCGS). The lightest highpoint rub separates this 
mostly untoned, predominantly lustrous example from a Mint State 
grade. There are no areas of bothersome lack of detail, and iridescent 
golden rim accents further enhance the eye appeal.

2465 1893-CC MS-63 (PCGS). This historically significant issue is the 
final Morgan Dollar delivered in the Nevada branch mint. The coin 
that we are offering in this lot is more sharply struck than most sur¬ 
vivors offered in today’s market. In fact, there are no ill-defined fea¬ 
tures on either side. The luster is richly frosted with a vibrant, cart¬ 
wheel sheen, and trade-defining abrasions are small and mostly con¬ 
fined to the obverse. This is a conditionally challenging issue that is 
scarce in Choice BU and downright rare any finer.

2466 1893-0 MS-63 (PCGS). The overall impression is quite bold for 
the issue, but some slight softness of detail is noted over the central 
highpoints. Shimmering mint luster and a lack of excessive abrasions 
enhance the overall eye appeal. Both sides present as largely untoned, 
but we do note the lightest golden tinting at certain angles. This 
issue’s original mintage of 300,000 pieces is the lowest among all 
Morgan Dollar issues delivered in the New Orleans Mint.

2467 1893-0 MS-62 (PCGS). Delicate golden-gray iridescence blan¬ 
kets both sides of this important ‘93-0 Dollar. There is no wear, and 
the surfaces retain full mint bloom with a frosty finish. The other¬ 
wise bold strike wanes only slightly over the central highpoints, and 
scattered grade-defining abrasions do not include any distractions 
that are worthy of singular concern. Scarce even in basal Mint State, 
the 1893-0 becomes progressively rarer the higher one progresses up 
the grading scale. 

PCGS# 7224. 

2468 1893-0 AU-58 (PCGS). An ever-popular issue among Morgan 
Dollar specialists, this minimally worn example is overall bold in 
definition. The central obverse highpoint, nonetheless, is a little soft¬ 
ly detailed. There are no singularly mentionable abrasions save for an 
obverse reeding mark over Liberty’s cheek, and a little light periph- 
eral iridescence interrupts an otherwise silver-white sheen.

2469 1893-0 AU-50 (PCGS). This is one of the most important of all 
branch mint issues in the Morgan Dollar series. The present exam¬ 
ple is minimally worn with even slate-gray patination. None of the 
scattered abrasions are really worthy of individual attention, and 
select angles call forth remnants of original mint bloom. There are 
no New Orleans Mint Morgans with original mintages lower than 
that of the 1893-0.

2470 1893-S EF-40 (NGC). This original looking example is overlaid 
in warm silver-gray patina. Overall light wear is noted, but there are 
remarkably few abrasions for a Silver Dollar that saw 20 points of 
circulation. A very appealing coin for the grade, and an important 
EF representative of this low mintage rarity among S-mint Morgans.

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2471 1893-S VF-35 (ANACS). The well known key to the business 
strike Morgan Dollar series, the 1893-S was produced in very limit¬ 
ed numbers. This VF survivor is overlaid in steel-gray patina. The 
wear, while moderate, has not resulted in excessive loss of detail in 
any area. Scattered abrasions are noted, a few small reeding marks on 
Liberty’s cheek especially so. A relatively pleasing representative for 
the circulated date and mint collector.

2472 1893-S VG-8 (ANACS). Toned medium gray over most of the 
surface, with darker highlights around the lettering and devices. 
Evenly worn, with full rims all around. Moderate shallow tics and 
scuffs. It is an attractive and affordable example of this important 
rare Morgan dollar issue.

2473 1894 Proof-67 Cameo (NGC). The original proof delivery of this 
issue is 972 pieces—a total that is one of the higher in the Morgan 
Dollar series. That this date enjoys stronger collector demand than 
many other proofs of this type is due to the fact that the business 
strike 1894 was produced to the extant of just 110,000 coins. The 
typically encountered proof 1894 Dollar in today’s market will dis¬ 
play a much sharper strike than most proof Morgans dated 1888- 
1893. True to form, the specimen in this lot is quite well produced, 
although we do note the lightest softness of detail on the hair curb 
over Liberty’s ear. This feature is, nonetheless, anything but detract¬ 
ing to the gorgeous eye appeal. Both sides are fully untoned with a 
bright, boldly cameoed sheen. Grade-limiting blemishes are also not 
seen, as one should expect for the Superb grade. Worthy of inclusion 
in the finest date set of this ever-popular Silver Dollar type.

2474 1894-0 MS-64 (PCGS). Full gleaming cartwheel effect mint lus¬ 
ter provides truly exceptional visual appeal. The strike is well above 
average for this notoriously softly struck issue, though still lacking 
full definition at the hair above Liberty’s ear and the eagle’s breast 
feathers. All other engraved features are bold. There are just a few 
micro-ticks on Liberty’s cheek and neck. The obverse field which is 
almost always found heavily scuffed on this issue is nearly blemish- 
free. Just modest shallow scuffing on the reverse. 

Generally speaking, Uncirculated examples of this issue today 
come from a few bags that the Treasury held until the early 1960s. 
Reportedly, the vast majority were horribly struck and heavily bag- 
marked. This coin is a notable exception, and worthy of a premium, 
as such. It is a truly outstanding borderline Gem quality example of 
this important O-mint condition rarity, and one that skyrockets in 
value when graded just one point finer.

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2475 1894-0 MS-63 (PCGS). O-mint Morgan Dollar production 
ratcheted up to 1.7 million pieces in 1894 after a delivery of just 
300,000 coins in 1893. The former issue, however, is still an impor¬ 
tant condition rarity in all Mint State grades. When offered in 
Uncirculated, the 1894-0 is apt to be poorly struck with numerous 
detracting bagmarks. The present example, on the other hand, pos¬ 
sesses overall smooth looking surfaces that are free of all but a few 
wispy abrasions. True, the strike is noticeably soft in the centers, but 
flowing mint frost and a bright, untoned sheen further enhance the 
eye appeal. A coin that would make an important addition to a spe¬ 
cialized Morgan Dollar collection.

2476 1894-0 AU-58 (PCGS). Untoned surfaces allow full appreciation 
of ample remaining luster. The surfaces are frosty in sheen with an oth¬ 
erwise sharp strike that wanes only slightly over the central highpoints. 
Some light abrasions are noted, mosdy on the obverse, but none are 
out of context for a Silver Dollar that saw actual circulation.

2477 1894-S MS-64 (PCGS). This richly frosted near-Gem is overall 
sharp in striking detail. Both sides are largely brilliant, but we do 
note faint traces of champagne iridescence in the centers. There are 
no singularly distracting abrasions, as befits the grade, and the eye 
appeal alone would seem to suggest an even finer Mint State rating. 
Despite it status as the most easily obtainable Uncirculated Morgan 
Dollar of the 1894-1895 era, the 1894-S is a conditionally challeng¬ 
ing issue that is seldom offered above MS-64.

2478 1894-S MS-64 (PCGS). This is a generally well struck example, 
and a lack of all but a few scattered bagmarks is also a praiseworthy 
attribute. Both sides are equally brilliant with a lustrous, softly frost¬ 
ed finish. Accuracy alone compels us to mention the lightest incom¬ 
pleteness of detail over the central obverse highpoint. This is the 
finest grade that most collectors will be able to obtain for this 1890s 
Silver Dollar delivery from the San Francisco Mint.

2479 1894-S MS-64 (PCGS). Mint luster is bright and vibrant, high¬ 
lighted with a dash of golden sunset and blue-violet toning, most 
evident on the reverse. Well struck. There is a bit of shallow chatter 
in the reverse field, though overall surface marks are minimal. A sin¬ 
gle tiny planchet flaw in the right obverse field is a result of debris 
on the die. Excellent eye appeal. 

PCGS# 7232. 

2480 1894-S MS-63 (PCGS). This untoned example is pleasingly lus¬ 
trous with a softly frosted sheen. The strike is bold, if not sharp in 
all areas, and the number of wispy abrasions is not out of context 
with the assigned grade. An important Mint State example from a 
conditionally challenging era in the Morgan Dollar series. 

PCGS# 7232. 

2481 1894-S AU-58 (PCGS). Silver tinged on the obverse, the reverse 
is more extensively patinated in mottled lilac-pink iridescence. With 
sharp definition and virtually full mint bloom, this coin is knocking 
on the door of a BU grade. Lightly abraded, yet free of singularly 
mentionable distractions. 

PCGS# 7232. 
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2482 1895-S MS-64 PL (PCGS). Mirrored fields support more satin tex 
tured devices, all areas equally free of toning. There are also no dis¬ 
tracting abrasions on either side, and the overall smooth sheen is sug¬ 
gestive of a full Gem grade. With the exception of a little light strik¬ 
ing incompleteness over the central obverse highpoint, the strike is 
sharp. Although more readily available than its similarly dated O-mint 
counterpart in Mint State, the 1895-S (400,000 pieces produced) can¬ 
not be described as common at that level. It is particularly elusive in 
grades above BU, both with or without a prooflike finish.

2483 1895-S MS-64 (PCGS). Boldly, if not sharply struck in all areas, 
this attractive example would stand for nothing less than a frilly 
Choice rating. The surfaces are virtually untoned with the exception 
of the lightest golden tinting at the denticles. Full mint luster 
envelops both sides, an otherwise frosty texture yielding to modest 
hints of brightness in the fields. Free of singularly mentionable bag- 
marks, as one should expect for the assigned grade. The ever-popu- 
lar 1895-S was produced in limited numbers.

2484 1896 MS-66 (PCGS). Full mint luster. Well struck. Pristine, near¬ 
ly mark-free surfaces. Superb! 

PCGS# 7240. 

2485 1896 MS-66 (PCGS). Soft, slightly graying mint luster is accent¬ 
ed with a bit of russet toning at the centers and blue-violet hues at 
the rims. Colors are pretty well balanced and attractive. Pristine sur¬ 
faces, with an above average strike. Very nice. 

PCGS# 7240. 

2486 1896 MS-65 DMPL (PCGS). This is an untoned, silver-white 
Gem whose surfaces are well contrasted between satiny devices and 
mirrored fields. Sharply struck throughout, and expectantly distrac¬ 
tion-free for the assigned grade. 

PCGS# 97241. 


2487 1896 MS-64 DMPL (PCGS). Full mint luster. Well struck. There 
is a touch of faint haze of deeply reflective fields. Devices stand out 
in lightly frosted relief. Modest shallow scuffing on Liberty’s cheek. 
Minimal surface marks, overall. There is a single minute planchet 
flake in the upper left obverse field, as struck. 

PCGS# 97241. 


2488 1896-0 MS-63 (PCGS). While we have handled more than our 
fair share of softly struck, lackluster ‘96-0 Dollars, it is a notewor¬ 
thy occasion when a coin such as the present example appears in one 
of our auctions. Both the obverse and the reverse are generally bold 
in strike, the eagle’s breast features pleasingly sharp in the center of 
the reverse. The central obverse highpoint is also quite bold, and 
both sides shimmer with uncommonly vibrant luster. The texture is 
softly frosted in finish, and there is neither toning nor a singularly 
distracting abrasion on either side. Certainly among the more sig¬ 
nificant Morgan Dollar offerings in this sale.

2489 1896-0 MS-63 (NGC). Striking detail that is sharp in all areas 
(including the central obverse highpoint, where considerable delin¬ 
eation between the haircurls is evident) is perhaps this coin’s most 
impressive attribute. Full, pleasingly vibrant luster is also significant 
for a survivor of this often subdued O-mint issue. There are no abra¬ 
sions that are worthy of singular mention, and the eye appeal is well 
above average for this conditionally challenging Morgan Dollar 
delivery.

2490 1896-0 AU-58 (PCGS). Warm golden iridescence overlays both 
sides with a lighter sheen on the reverse. The number of wispy abra¬ 
sions is remarkably few for an O-mint Morgan that saw actual, how¬ 
ever limited use in the avenues of commerce. An attractive and pleas¬ 
ingly lustrous alternative to a pricey Mint State example.

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2491 1897 MS-65 DMPL (PCGS). At the Gem DMPL grade level, the 
otherwise easily obtainable 1897 becomes quite scarce. In fact, this 
is the first so graded example that this cataloger can remember han¬ 
dling in a not inconsiderable amount of time. Glassy, mirrored fields 
support sharply struck, satiny looking devices. There is some appre¬ 
ciable cameo contrast on both sides, as well as a delicate overlay of 
silver tinged iridescence. Expectantly distraction-free for the 
assigned numeric grade, and a find for the Registry Set collector of 
DMPL Dollars. 

PCGS Population: 21; with a mere two finer in MS-66 DMPL.

2492 1897-0 MS-64 (NGC). During the 1960s, Morgan Dollar collec¬ 
tors and dealers typically experienced little, if any difficulty acquiring 
the 1897-0 in roll quantity. Such is not the case today. The ‘97-0 is 
almost never offered in any quantity in today’s market, and when a 
Mint State example does become available, it is apt to grade no finer 
than BU. Uncommonly abrasion-free, this near-Gem is overall 
smooth with only a few tiny, well scattered ticks. The strike is also 
praiseworthy for this often softly impressed issue, both sides exhibit¬ 
ing sharp definition that even extends to the central highpoints. Silver 
iridescence overlays both sides, and there are suggestions of very faint 
golden tinting over the rims. One of the more carefully produced and 
preserved examples of this conditionally challenging O-mint Morgan 
that we have handled in recent memory.

2493 1897-0 MS-64 (NGC). Soft white mint luster at the centers as 
turned to fairly well balanced russet tone at the rims. This example 
is very well struck for yet another notoriously poorly struck mid- 
1890s O-mint Morgan Dollar date. There is a small tick on Liberty’s 
jaw, and merely a few unobtrusive luster grazes, otherwise. It is an 
exceptional example, with few equals. 

The mintage of over 4.4 million coins is deceptive when analyz¬ 
ing the rarity of the ‘97-0 dollar. Clearly, coins that didn’t go into 
circulation were nearly all melted, resulting in a very low certified 
population today. A few original rolls were seen in the 1960s, and 
were regarded as low quality examples at the time, awaking pioneer 
collectors of the series to the rarity of high grade coins, even then. 
Generally speaking, only lower quality Mint State singles appear 
with some frequency in the present coin arena, most probably com- 
ing from the mother lode of that source. At the MS-64 certified 
grade level this coin is among the most elite of all Morgan dollars, 
and certainly is among the highlights of this offering.

2494 1897-0 MS-63 (PCGS). Although frequently overshadowed by 
the preceding O-mint issue in this series, the 1897-0 is an impor¬ 
tant condition rarity in its own right. The vast majority of survivors 
from a 4 million-coin delivery are worn to one degree or another. 
Not so the present example. Both sides retain full mint luster with a 
satin-to-softly frosted sheen. Delicate golden-gray iridescence is seen 
as the surfaces rotate under a light, but we are unable to locate more 
than a few wispy abrasions. Uncommonly smooth looking for the 
assigned grade, and possessed of an otherwise sharp strike that wanes 
only minimally over the central highpoints.

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2495 1897-0 MS-63 (NGC). Soft white mint luster is enhanced with a 
touch of attractive sunset iridescence. Quite well struck for this ordi¬ 
narily weakly struck O-mint issue. Field marks are almost nil, with 
only a few minute ticks on Liberty’s cheek accounting for this grade. 
In spite of its rather high mintage figure, surviving Mint State spec¬ 
imens are elusive and higher level MS certified coins are rare. It is 
generally believed that most were melted, accounting for their scarci¬ 
ty in all grades.

The 
Dahlonega Mints 1849-dated delivery for this denomination is 21,588 
pieces, all but 6,593 pieces of which are believed to have been struck using 
the Winter 1-B dies. This is a well defined example with pleasingly bold 
detail even over the obverse hair curls. Both sides reveal little in the way of 
wear, and blushes of the original finish shimmer from the more protected 
areas around the peripheries. The surfaces are a bit scuffy from a short stint 
in circulation, but sizeable and/or singularly distracting abrasions are not 
seen. Rich green-gold and orange-gold colors compete for dominance as 
the coin rotates under a light. Widely saved as a first-year issue, the 1849- 
D is the most plentiful D-mint Gold Dollar in terms of total number of 
coins known. It is still, however, conditionally scarce in near-Mint since 
most survivors grade no finer than EF or low end AU. 

A later state of the reverse die, there are several spindly cracks (as made) around the 
periphery, perhaps most noticeably in the vicinity of the D mintmark.

2587 1855-C Winter 9-K, the only known dies. AU-55 Scratched. Phis is 
one of the most important C-mint issues in the entire Gold Dollar series. It 
is the only Type II issue delivered in this coinage facility, and it is also the sec¬ 
ond rarest Charlotte Mint Dollar in high grades (AU-Mint State). Although 
not problem-free, the coin in this lot presents relatively well in most regards. 
The color is an even medium gold shade, and the major design elements are 
suitably well struck for the issue. True, some of the more intricate aspects of 
the devices are softly defined, but the central reverse is quite sharp with all 
letters in DOLLAR and digits in the date 1855 clearly discernible. The sur¬ 
faces are a little scuffy from a short stint in circulation, but the only singu¬ 
larly mentionable distraction is an obverse pinscratch over Liberty’s portrait. 
Direct angles reveal the lightest traces of original luster in some of the more 
protected areas, this feature enhancing the eye appeal of this somewhat more 
affordable example.

Rich green-gold and orange-gold colors compete 
for dominance as the surfaces rotate under a light. Free of singularly 
distracting abrasions, and very nearly in the Gem category. 

Certain light angles reveal scattered die polish lines (as made) in the fields, and there 
are also clashmarks (again, as struck) around the obverse portrait.

This is one of the most desirable issues in 
the entire U.S. gold series. The reason for the popularity of the 
1875 Gold Dollar is the original mintage. Federal records indicate 
that a mere 400 business strikes and 20 proofs were struck. 
Virtually all extant circulation strikes, the present near-Gem includ¬ 
ed, are fully prooflike in finish. Unlike the proofs, these coins dis¬ 
play a small spine (as made) into the obverse field from the base of 
Liberty’s chin. 

Deeply set green-gold undertones warm to vivid orange-gold 
color as the coin dips into a light. The strike is sharp over all fea- 
.ures, and there are only a few small, wispy abrasions that would 
seem to preclude an even finer grade. Certainly among the more 
important gold offerings in this sale, this attractive example would 
serve as a centerpiece in even the most advanced collection.

Full gold¬ 
en mint luster remains, save a mere hint of very light sunset irides¬ 
cence. Quite well struck at the centers, with some typical softness 
evident at the peripheries, including the eagles tail feathers. Scuffed 
a bit in the right obverse field, though surface marks are minimal 
overall. There are a few exceedingly faint adjustment marks at the 
left obverse rim; none elsewhere. It is an impressive borderline Mint 
State example of this highly historic early quarter eagle. 

Only two die combinations were used to strike the 3,327 pieces 
coined for 1804, using just one obverse. The 14 reverse star arrange¬ 
ment came first, followed by a 13 star reverse which is reported to 
have been used on dimes of 1804, as well, and a carry over from 
1798. Not only did the reverse serve a dual purpose, but the Plain 
4 in the date also implemented the same punch as the 1804 dime. 
Just 60 total examples have been certified bv NGC. As a type coin, 
at the offered grade level this coin is among the most affordable of 
the Capped Bust quarter eagle series. And for date or type, it would 
be difficult to improve upon without stepping up to a much more 
expensive Mint State example.

2593 1829 B. 1, the only known dies. Rarity-4. MS-62 (PCGS). The Mint reduced the diameter (and corre¬ 
spondingly increased the thickness) of the Quarter Eagle in 1829, but the Capped Head Left design introduced 
in 1821 remained in use through the early part of 1834 with only light refinements. The 1829 boasts the low¬ 
est mintage of the 1829-1834 reduced size sub-type with a mere 3,403 pieces produced. Perhaps surprisingly, 
it is more frequently offered than the 1830, 1831, 1832, 1833, and 1834 Motto. This is not to imply that the 
1829 is a common coin. Like all early U.S. gold issues, this issue is rare in an absolute sense with examples 
only infrequently available in the market. 

This is a very well struck coin whose devices are sharply delineated in all areas. The color is a warm, even, 
green-gold shade. Both sides are satiny in finish with suitable luster quality for the BU grade level. There are 
not many abrasions, and none are either sizeable or individually distracting. First-year type collectors and early 
gold specialists would be wise to take full advantage of the opportunity represented by this sharp looking Two- 
and-a-Half.

Both sides exhibit not unattractive 
green-gold color, but we do note an overall glossy texture from a 
cleaning.

2598 1842-0 AU-55 (NGC). With just 19,800 pieces produced, the 
1842-0 boasts the lowest mintage in the New Orleans Mint Quarter 
Eagle series. Although Winter (1992) states that the ‘42-0 always 
shows a soft strike, the present survivor is actually quite sharply 
detailed. The only mentionable lack of detail, and it is not distract¬ 
ing, is on the reverse over the eagles left (facing) leg feathers. Light 
highpoint rub is also noted on both sides. Green-gold and orange- 
gold colors are well blended, and the number of wispy abrasions is 
consistent with a Quarter Eagle that saw actual, however limited cir¬ 
culation. A find for the Southern gold specialist.

2599 1843-D Winter 4-D. AU-58 (NGC). The 1843-D is the most 
plentiful Dahlonega Mint Quarter Eagle in today’s market. Lest one 
make the mistake of assuming that this is a common issue in an 
absolute sense, we stress that Winter (2003) estimates that only 250- 
300 coins are extant in all grades from an original mintage of 36,209 
pieces. Most survivors grade no finer than AU-53, and near-Mint 
coins are rarer than even specialists generally acknowledge. This is a 
pleasing coin despite having seen light circulation, the surfaces free 
of sizeable and/or singularly bothersome abrasions. Rich green-gold 
undertones warm to orange-gold hues at more direct angles. The 
strike is overall sharp and above average for a product of this branch 
mint, but we do note a little softness to the detail over the central 
highpoints. Equally worthy of inclusion in a high grade type set or 
an AU-BU collection of Southern gold. 

A later state of the dies, there is a reverse crack (as struck) from the rim outside the 

first S in STATES to the eagle's left (facing) wing.

2600 1845 AU-58 (NGC). Attractive golden mint luster. There are a 
few sprinkles of grayish brown tone on the reverse within the lower 
lines of the shield and in the lower field. Quite well struck. Surface 
marks are minimal and unobtrusive. This interesting example has 
two reverse die breaks extending upward from the lower rim to the 
olive branch and the eagle’s talon at the left. Here is a very nice bor¬ 
derline early Liberty Head quarter eagle for type.

Mostly well 
struck, using a moderately clashed reverse die. Very modest, shallow 
ticks and scuffs.

2602 1850-D Winter 13-M, the only known dies. AU-53 (PCGS). 
Ranking 13th out of the 20 Quarter Eagle issues delivered in the 
Dahlonega Mint, the 1850-D is among the more easily obtainable 
coins from this coinage facility. Most survivors, however, grade VF 
or EF, and Winter (2003) accounts for just 38-43 survivors in the 
various AU grades. This richly colored example exhibits deeply set 
green-gold undertones and warmer orange-gold highlights. The 
strike is typical of the issue with softness of detail most readily evi¬ 
dent in and around the central reverse, as well as in select areas 
around the rims. There are, however, remarkably few outwardly 
noticeable abrasions, although we do note a tiny obverse nick inside 
star 3. All-in-all, this is a pleasingly and conditionally scarce repre¬ 
sentative of this 12,148-coin delivery.

2603 1852-0 AU-50 (NGC). Produced in respectable numbers for an 
O-mint gold issue from this era, the 1852-0 is, however, quite a bit 
scarcer than an original mintage of 140,000 coins might imply.

(as far as circulating coinage is concerned) early years of the 1850s. 
This medium gold survivor is generally well struck, although we do 
note some softness of detail on the reverse over the eagle s left (fac¬ 
ing) leg. Somewhat baggy looking from time spent in circulation, yet 
free of individually conspicuous abrasions.

2604 1865 EF-45 (NGC). The Philadelphia Mint’s delivery of Quarter 
Eagles in 1865 amounted to just 1,525 business strikes and 25 
proofs. Survivors of both issues are exceedingly rare, and the circula¬ 
tion strike is virtually unknown in Mint State at the major certifica¬ 
tion services. This overall lightly worn survivor exhibits warm, even, 
rose-gold color. The devices retain ample evidence of a sharp strike, 
and the number of small abrasions is not out of context with the 
assigned grade. Similar in both overall and high grade rarity to the 
1864. 

NGC Census: 8; 0 finer, although PCGS does report a single Uncirculated example 
in MS-63.

2605 1868 AU-58 (PCGS). Scarce in all grades, the 1868 boasts a lim¬ 
ited original mintage of 3,625 pieces. Richly colored, the example in 
this lot is mostly reddish-gold in sheen. A few isolated blushes of 
pale powder-blue tinting are also seen on both sides. With traces of 
original luster and overall sharp definition, this is an attractive near- 
Mint representative despite the presence of some scattered circula¬ 
tion marks.

2606 1878-S MS-62. The ‘78-S is a legitimately scarce issue with just 
178,000 coins originally struck. This is a pleasing example with a 
not overabundance of wispy abrasions for the BU level. The luster is 
bright with a frosty texture, and both sides are drenched in warm 
medium gold color. SEGS-certified MS-64.

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2607 1881 AU-58 (PCGS). Few Liberty Quarter Eagle deliveries boast 
a lower mintage than the 1881. A mere 691 pieces were produced, 
survivors of which are of the utmost rarity and desirability in all 
grades. Fully prooflike in finish, this minimally worn survivor shim¬ 
mers with brightly reflective fields as the surfaces rotate under a 
light. The overall strike is sharp, although we do note a little light 
softness of detail over the highest points of the design. Reddish-gold 
in color with a smattering of light-to-moderate abrasions from a 
short stint in circulation. Undoubtedly one of the most important 
bidding opportunities among the U.S. gold coin offerings in this 
sale.

2608 1881 EF-45 (PCGS). Mint luster is soft and a bit muted, high¬ 
lighted with a hint of sunset tone. Tinges of prooflike reflectivity are 
still evident within protected areas around the lettering and devices. 
There is a fine diagonal hairline scratch in the field behind Liberty’s 
portrait. Overall, ticks and scuffs are modest. A mere 640 business 
strikes were coined, as the Philadelphia Mint focused its production 
on higher denomination gold coins and silver dollars. Here is an 
affordable example of this significant Liberty Head quarter eagle 
rarity.

Bothersome 
striking incompleteness is not seen, as one should expect for proof 
production methods, and a few wispy handling marks are all that 
preclude a finer grade. Housed in a SEGS holder with a grade of 
Proof-65 Cameo.

2610 1899 Proof-65 Deep Cameo (PCGS). The 1899 was produced to 
a not overly generous extent of 27,200 business strikes and 150 
proofs. A breathtaking representative of the latter delivery, this cap¬ 
tivating Gem exhibits stark cameo contrast between satiny devices 
and unfathomably deep, mirrored fields. The color is a warm yellow- 
gold shade, but the fields do appear to go black” as the surfaces turn 
away from a light. Fully struck-up in all areas, and silent on the sub¬ 
ject of bothersome handling marks. Proofs of this issue are offered 
with less frequency than those of the 1900 and 1901.

A Capped Bust Right Half Eagle struck after 1798. The present exam¬ 
ple is a little softly struck in the centers—a characteristic feature of 
most survivors of this issue. Otherwise suitably bold, both sides 
exhibit warm copper-gold color that deepens in hue a bit toward 
the borders. Scattered distractions are relatively minimal for the 
assigned grade, but not overly vibrant luster seems to preclude a 
Choice rating. A relatively pleasing coin, nonetheless, and one that 
should be of obvious importance to early gold specialists.

The otherwise sharp strike wanes just a bit at the lower left 
obverse border and in the corresponding area on the reverse. This is 
the most challenging type in the entire U.S. gold series, the inclusion 
of which is the sign of an important collection.

2632 1834 Classic. Crosslet 4. MS-60. Significantly rarer than its sim¬ 
ilarly dated Plain 4 counterpart, the 1834 Crosslet 4 is one of the 
keys to the Classic Half Eagle series. It is likely that only a minis¬ 
cule percentage of this issues combined mintage of 657,460 pieces 
employed this style 4 in the date. When offered at all, the 1834 
Crosslet 4 is apt to grade VF or EF. In AU, this variety is rare, and 
in Mint State it is excessively so. Prooflike in finish, the present 
example is well struck for the type with bold-to-sharp definition 
over virtually all features. Rich green-gold and orange-gold colors 
alternate as the surfaces rotate under a light. Noticeably scuffy, as 
befits the grade, with a few noteworthy distractions in the upper 
reverse field. SEGS-certified MS-62 PL.

A mere 15,833 Half Eagles were coined at the Philadelphia 
Mint. Need in commerce was such that few pieces were allowed to 
escape circulation. The offered coin is in all probability the finest 
known business strike, and owing to the use of only one die for the 
entire year’s production, might very likely have been selected as an 
early strike from the first delivery of February 27th for presentation. 
Its desirability is further elevated by its status as a truly exceptional 
No Motto Liberty Head half eagle type.

Winter assigns it an overall rarity ranking of 17th out of the 24 Half Eagle deliveries from this branch mint. In high grades, however, the ‘48-C ranks 
much higher in rarity (ninth out of 24). The author accounts for just three or four Mint State survivors, an estimate that is not much lower than the 
total number of coins (nine) currently known to PCGS and NGC at that level. The two finest certified examples are both graded MS-64, one at PCGS 
and the other at NGC . Winters Condition Census places the present coin as the single finest known, the #2 example an MS-62 at PCGS. (To the 
author s list we would also like to add the Bass II example, certified MS-64 PCGS, that we sold in October 1999. 

I his is a very attractive coin whose color is suggestive of originality. Rich green-gold undertones yield to more vivid orange-gold hues as the sur¬ 
faces dip into the light. The strike is a little soft over the obverse haircurls, as well as the highpoints of the reverse eagle, but we stress that this feature 
is basically diagnostic for the issue. In fact, the overall impression is relatively bold for a Half Eagle from this coinage facility. A semi-prooflike finish 
is uncommon for the issue; most survivors, if they retain any luster at all, display a frosty texture to the surfaces. There are not many abrasions, but 
pedigree concerns compel us to mention a shallow graze in the obverse field immediately before Liberty’s nose. An impressively pedigreed example 
that would form the centerpiece of any specialized Southern gold collection. 

Scattered striations (as produced) are seen in the fields as the coin rotates under a light.

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2643 1852 MS-62 (NGC). Soft satiny golden sunset mint luster offers 
excellent eye appeal. Well struck. Luster grazes are minimal, and 
there are no hard contact marks. Just a few light hairlines are evident 
on the obverse. This interesting example has dies that are rotated 
about 20 degrees. As a representative of the classic No Motto half 
eagle type, this coin would be hard to improve upon in an MS-62 
holder.

2644 1854 MS-62 (PCGS). Far from a common date, the 1854 is more 
challenging to locate than such other No Motto Fives as the 1843, 
1847, 1851, 1852, 1863, and 1861. The rarity of this issue increas¬ 
es dramatically with grade, most survivors confined to either the VF 
or EF level. Warm rose-gold coloration blankets softly frosted fea¬ 
tures on both sides of this particularly important Mint State repre¬ 
sentative. Otherwise sharp, the strike wanes just a bit over the cen¬ 
tral highpoints. The number of wispy abrasions is relatively minimal 
for the BU designation, and none are worthy of individual concern.

2645 1854-D Winter 30-W. AU-53 (NGC). Both sides are overlaid in 
olive-gold color that warms to medium gold shades at more direct 
angles. The focal features are rather well struck for a product of this 
branch mint, but the borders are softly defined—a feature that is 
common to most extant ‘54-D Fives. There are not all that many 
scattered abrasions for a lightly circulated Southern gold coin, and 
none are worthy of individual mention. The 1854-D is among the 
more plentiful Dahlonega Mint Half Eagles with a ranking of 25 out 
of 26 in terms of high grade (AU-Mint State) rarity. It is, therefore, 
an important issue for gold type purposes.

2646 1859-C AU-55 (PCGS). Full soft golden mint luster. Fairly well 
struck on the obverse, although not all stars exhibit central point 
separation. Typically, the reverse strike is a bit lacking in detail on the 
finer aspects of the engraved features. Modest, shallow ticks and 
scuffs. Just light rubbing. No hard or detracting contact marks. This 
historic C-mint issue is rare at the offered certified grade level, and 
extremely rare in Mint State classification.

2647 1862 MS-62 (PCGS). The suspension of gold specie payments 
early in the Civil War meant that production of Half Eagles at the 
Philadelphia Mint fell off dramatically beginning in 1862. A mere 
18,000 examples were delivered that year, survivors of which are 
legitimately rare in all grades. Mint State pieces were unknown to 
Akers in 1979, but PCGS and NGC each report a single 
Uncirculated coin in MS-62. We have neither seen nor heard of a 
finer example. 

Sharply struck in all areas, this warmly colored, golden-rose rep¬ 
resentative retains full mint bloom on both sides. The finish is soft¬ 
ly frosted with modest, yet appreciable cartwheel visual effects evi¬ 
dent as the surfaces rotate under a light. Scattered abrasions are con¬ 
sistent with the BU designation. A moderate “distraction” in the 
right obverse field behind Liberty’s neck appears to be as an struck 
planchet flaw; it should be useful for pedigree purposes.

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2648 1866-S No Motto. AU-50 (NGC). The original mintage of this 
S-mint Five is a paltry 9,000 pieces, most coins of which have been 
lost to circulation on the frontier. When offered at all, the ‘66-S No 
Motto is apt to grade only Fine or VF, and neither PCGS nor NGC 
has certified a single example in Mint State. The present AU repre¬ 
sentative is overall lightly worn with remnants of original luster evi¬ 
dent as the surfaces rotate under a light. Both sides exhibit warm, 
even, golden-rose color that accents overall bold definition on the 
devices. The S mintmark is large and readily discernible despite hav¬ 
ing been perhaps a little softly impressed into the die. Scattered abra¬ 
sions are consistent with a circulated S-mint gold coin from this era.

2649 1866-S No Motto. VF-20 (ANACS). This is the final issue in 
the No Motto Liberty Half Eagle series of 1839-1866, the 
Philadelphia Mint’s delivery of Fives in 1866 being comprised sole¬ 
ly of Motto examples. Although moderately worn, the present sur¬ 
vivor presents well for the VF grade. None of the scattered abrasions 
are sizeable or singularly distracting, and the color is a rich, original 
looking, copper-gold shade. Traces of bolder definition remain in the 
more protected areas, and there are no areas of uneven loss of detail. 
A more affordable, yet problem-free representative of this important 
San Francisco Mint issue.

2650 1866 Motto. AU-58 (NGC). Not only is this issue the premier 
Motto Liberty Half Eagle from the Philadelphia Mint, but it is also 
rare with just 6,730 pieces originally produced. Most survivors, and 
there are not all that many of them, grade VF or EF. AU examples 
are very few and even farther between in todays market, and PCGS 
and NGC combined have seen a mere four coins in all Mint State 
grades. Minimally worn, this important near-Mint survivor retains 
overall sharp striking detail despite a little light highpoint rub. The 
otherwise orange-gold surfaces reveal faint blushes of reddish-copper 
iridescence that appears to drift toward the denticles. Scattered abra¬ 
sions are noted, but we stress that these features are uncommonly 
inconspicuous for a circulated S-mint Five from the early frontier 
era. A rare offering for the 19th century gold specialist. 

NGC Census: 17 (resubmissions?); with a mere lour finer through MS-61.

2651 1876-CC Winter 1-A, the only known dies. AU-50 (NGC). 
Both the obverse and the reverse retain ample evidence of a sharply 
rendered strike despite light highpoint rub. Blushes of original luster 
are also seen, particularly in the more protected areas toward the bor¬ 
ders. Medium intensity golden-rose color envelops both sides, the 
surfaces of which reveal relatively few scattered abrasions for a circu¬ 
lated gold coin from this frontier mint. 

The 1876-CC boasts the lowest mintage among Carson City 
Mint Fives with just 6,887 pieces produced. It is not, however, the 
most elusive Liberty Half Eagle from this coinage facility. Still quite 
scarce, this issue does rank seventh in overall rarity among the 19 
CC-mint Five deliveries, and sixth in high grade (AU-Mint State) 
rarity. Writing in 2001, Doug Winter and Jim Halperin opine that 
only 10-11 coins are extant in the various AU grades.

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2652 1878 MS-64 (PCGS). Relatively plentiful in lower grades, the 
1878 is scarce as a near-Gem and rare any finer. This is a pleasingly 
original example with rose-gold color that deepens to medium gold 
shadings around the peripheries. Full mint frost blankets sharply 
struck, minimally abraded features. An important offering for the 
specialist, this coin is at, or very near, low end Condition Census 
ranking for the issue.

2653 1880/9 Breen 6710. AU-58 (NGC). Golden mint luster is 
accented with a hint of rose tone. Surfaces exhibit just a touch of 
light rubbing, and there is minimal shallow scuffing. A bit of dusty 
grayish tone is evident at the lower obverse rim. Although not rec¬ 
ognized as such on the NGC holder, this coin bears the 1880/9 
obverse, with remnants of an underlying 9 clearly visible within the 
lower loop of the 0. Attributed as Breen-6710, and decidedly scarce, 
if not still in the “Very Rare” category as flagged by the late Walter 
when preparing his Encyclopedia a couple of decades ago. An inter¬ 
esting variety, with very few auction records.

2654 1891-CC Winter 1-A. MS-63 (NGC). With perhaps 1,250- 
1,500+ coins believed extant in all grades, the 1891-CC is easily the 
most plentiful Carson City Mint Half Eagle in todays market. 
While a not insignificant number of the survivors are Mint State 
(Winter and Halperin, 2001, estimate 400-450+ pieces), most such 
examples are confined to the BU level. Solidly Choice with only a 
few tiny abrasions scattered about, the coin in this lot is not all that 
far from Condition Census. Both sides are sharply struck in all areas, 
and full mint frost shimmers over yellow-gold features. We cannot 
overstate the importance of this offering for the high quality gold 
type collector.

2655 1893-CC Winter 1-A. MS-63 (NGC). The year 1893 marks the 
last in which the Carson City Mint struck Half Eagles. Only 60,000 
coins were produced, survivors of which are among the more plenti¬ 
ful CC-mint Fives in todays market. In Mint State-63, however, the 
‘93-CC is conditionally rare, the present example qualifying for low 
end Condition Census per Winter and Halperin s 2001 list. Rose- 
gold in color, both sides are softly frosted over sharply struck-up 
devices. The luster quality is pleasing for the grade, and none of the 
small, well scattered abrasions are worthy of undue concern. In AU 
and Mint State, the 1893-CC is more difficult to locate than the 
1890-CC, 1891-CC, and 1892-CC.

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2656 1893-CC Winter 1-A. MS-60. Light rose-gold color flows over 
sharply struck features. Both sides are fully frosted in sheen with the 
expected number of small and moderate size abrasions for the grade. 
Housed in an MS-62 SEGS holder.

2657 1893-0 MS-62. Conditionally scarce in all Mint State grades, the 
1893-0 is typically offered with varying degrees of wear. This fully 
lustrous example is warmly patinated in golden-rose hues. The strike 
is pleasingly sharp for a product of the New Orleans Mint, and most 
of the scattered abrasions are singularly inconspicuous. We do, how 
ever, note a few shallow grazes over Liberty’s cheek. SEGS-graded 
MS-63.

Otherwise well struck, this medium gold 
example reveals a little bit of mentionable softness of detail over the 
central highpoints. There are, however, no singularly bothersome 
abrasions, and remnants of original luster further enhance the eye 
appeal. All-in-all, this is a pleasing AU Half Eagle from the New 
Orleans Mint.

Visual appeal is second to 
none. A mere 154 half eagles were struck in the Proof format. 

Proof gold coinage has always been considered the “caviar” of 
numismatics. There is nothing more magnificent in appearance 
than a glistening Gem Proof gold coin. With few exceptions, the 
mintages are extremely low and the because of the high face value, 
the attrition rate was high. While lower grade certified examples 
appear for sale with some frequency, specimens surviving in pris¬ 
tine, unhandled condition are extremely rare and highly coveted. 
For date or type, the offered coin would be a challenge to improve 
upon. 

NGC Population: three at this level, without CAMEO designation, and this is the 
only star certified example: one finer.

2661 1908-S MS-64 (NGC). With a tantalizingly low original mintage 
of 82,000 pieces and standards of manufacture that are among the 
highest in the Indian Half Eagle series, the 1908-S is among the 
most popular of all 20th century gold issues. Actually, the ‘08-S Five 
is not as rare as the official mintage might imply, at least not in 
grades at or below MS-63. As a near-Gem, however, this issue is rel¬ 
atively scarce from a market availability standpoint. 

Rich reddish-gold color deepens to copper tinged iridescence in 
select areas toward the borders. The strike is pleasingly sharp overall, 
and vibrant, satiny luster is seen throughout. There are hardly any 
abrasions, and the only singularly mentionable “distraction” is a tiny, 
out-of-the-way spot at the upper reverse rim. Originally and careful¬ 
ly preserved, and worthy of a solid bid.

2662 1909-S MS-63 (PCGS). Although produced in significantly 
greater numbers (297,200 pieces vs. 82,000 pieces), the 1909-S is a 
much more difficult coin to locate in all Mint State grades than the 
1908-S. The former issue is actually one of the rarest dates in the 
entire Indian Five Dollar series, and survivors are equally as elusive 
as those of the 1915-S delivery. Overall sharply struck with a crisp, 
well defined S mintmark, both sides are originally colored in olive- 
gold hues. Softly frosted luster overlays both sides, the surfaces of 
which are a few small abrasions away from a near-Gem rating. It is 
not often that we handle a Choice representative of the ‘09-S Five, 
and we anticipate that this important example will see spirited bid¬ 
der competition at auction.

Surface marks are shallow and unob¬ 
trusive. This important issue is solidly at the certified MS-63 level, and 
would be difficult to improve upon without moving up a notch in 
numeric classification, at a substantially higher cost. 

In spite of its uninspiring mintage figure, this issue is very elusive 
at all grade levels, with very few escaping the melting pot or circula¬ 
tion. Prestigious PCGS has certified a total of only 501 pieces. At the 
offered grade level, and higher, it is among the most difficult Indian 
Head Half Eagles to locate.

Sharply impressed with full, frosty luster, 
this yellow-gold example is seemingly at the upper reaches of near-Gem 
preservation. There are hardly any bagmarks, and those that are present 
are neither sizeable nor worthy of individual mention.

2666 1929 MS-65 (NGC). The 1929 Indian Head Half Eagle is a 
classic twentieth century rarity, and has for generations of numis¬ 
matists been highly regarded. Here were present one of the finest 
certified examples. It retains full satin-like golden rose mint lus¬ 
ter and is uniformly well struck. As the superlative MS-65 grade 
implies, surfaces are nearly flawless. There are just a few shallow 
luster grazes in the fields, and no hard or detracting contact 
marks. Together NGC and PCGS have certified only 14 pieces 
at this level, and none are graded higher. Among all of those, this 
coin would stand tall. 

The reported mintage figure is 662,000 pieces. 
Undoubtedly, most were held by the Treasury and succumbed to 
the great melt down of 1933-1934. The rarity of this date, 
according to Breen, remained virtually unnoticed until around 
1944. Since then, a few closely held batches have been dis¬ 
persed, with the supply generally believed to be almost exhaust¬ 
ed by the late 1970s. Population reports of the two major grad¬ 
ing services indicate that these well documented coins were lim¬ 
ited almost exclusively to lower quality Mint State examples. 
Gem specimens have always been almost unobtainable. 

The demand for rare date gold of all denominations and 
series is unprecedented. The appearance of great rarity always 
elicits excitement. Record prices at major auctions are com¬ 
monplace for numismatic treasures of great importance. This 
historic half eagle is worthy of such acclaim, for once sold, it 
may be many years before another of its caliber appears. And at 
what price level?

MS-64 (PCGS). Produced in fewer numbers than both issues, 
the 1803 (15,017 pieces produced) is significantly rarer than the 
1799 and 1801. The 1803 is particularly elusive in the finer 
Mint State grades, and most survivors are circulated, EF-AU 
grades being typical. Solidly within the Condition Census for 
the issue, this Small Stars Reverse example displays deeply set 
green-gold coloration that warms to yellow-gold hues at direct 
angles. Both sides are fully lustrous with a satiny, if not softly 
frosted sheen. The strike is well centered with crisp denticula- 
tion in all areas around both sides. The focal features are also 
well defined, the otherwise sharp detail waning just a bit in a few 
areas toward the borders. Overall smooth in appearance, espe¬ 
cially on the obverse, this coin would make an important addi¬ 
tion to an advanced type set of early gold.

A lot of persistent searching on the part of advanced 
gold collectors will occasionally yield a VF or EF survivor, but strict¬ 
ly Uncirculated coins are virtually nonexistent. In fact, PCGS and 
NGC have seen only two Mint State examples. While certainly not 
problem-free, the present representative is free of wear with sharply 
struck-up devices. The obverse is noticeably semi-prooflike in finish, 
and both sides are overlaid in well blended orange-gold and green- 
gold colors. Scattered abrasions are noted, as are some wispy hair¬ 
lines from a cleaning.

This P-mint issue boasts a paltry original 
mintage of 20,095 pieces. Survivors are rare in all grades, most being 
confined to VT or EF. The present example is minimally worn with 
overall bold definition to the devices. Both sides are somewhat scufify 
from time spent in circulation, but rich green-gold and orange-gold 
colors enhance the overall eye appeal. The 1846 is similar in rarity to 
the 1845, both of which are among the more underrated rarities in 
the entire Liberty Eagle series.

2672 1874 Proof-63 Cameo. Scarce as a business strike, the 1874 is downright rare as a proof. Writing in 1980, David W. Akers states 
that the 1874 appeared in his auction survey fewer than any other proof Liberty Eagle struck after 1858. The author opines that no 
more than six or seven pieces are extant from an original mintage of 20 coins. This estimate is probably accurate, if not a bit on the 
high side, since PCGS and NGC combined have certified just three specimens. To that total of survivors must also be added the 
present example. Medium intensity reddish-gold color blankets both sides. Contrast between satiny devices and mirrored fields is 
readily evident at all angles. Sharply detailed with no sizeable contact marks and only a few wispy hairlines accounting for the grade.

2673 1874-S AU-50 (PCGS). Golden mint luster emits a bright rose- 
sunset glow of color. Average strike. Surfaces are finely textured with 
tics and scuffs. There are a couple of heavier contact marks, most 
apparent in the left obverse field, but none are too detracting con¬ 
sidering that this issue is well known for being heavily bagged. 
Further, none have yet to achieve Mint State status from either of the 
two major grading services. Just 10,000 pieces were coined, and a 
mere 73 total pieces have been graded by PCGS.

2674 1886 Proof-60. The original proof mintage of this 1880s Libert)'

15-20 pieces surv ive.) This is a no-questions proof with bright fields 
and fully struck devices. Faint traces of an original “orange peel” tex¬ 
ture are seen in the more protected areas around the peripheral 
devices. The open fields, on the other hand, reveal scattered hairlines 
from light mishandling. There are, nevertheless, no sizeable contact 
marks, and the eye appeal is relatively pleasing for the grade.

2677 1892-CC Winter 1-A. MS-62. Scarcer in high grades than the 
1890-CC, the 1892-CC (40,000 pieces produced) is still among the 
more plentiful Liberty Eagles from the Carson City Mint. This lus¬ 
trous, frosty example is awash in warm orange-gold coloration. 
There are no areas of bothersome striking incompleteness, and 
grade-defining abrasions are mostly small and well scattered. SEGS- 
certified MS-63. 

A later state of the Winter 1-A dies, the only readily evident obverse repunching is 
seen within the lower loop of the 9 in the date. There are also several spindly die 
cracks (as struck) through the obverse stars.

2678 1892-0 MS-60 (PCGS). This richly colored example displays 
dominant orange-gold color with a few intermingled blushes of 
golden-rose tinting in and around the centers. The strike is sharply 
executed throughout, and scattered abrasions are commensurate 
with the MS-60 designation.

In 
specimen format, the 1899 is very rare, survivors from an 86-coin 
delivery thought to number only 25-30 pieces (per Akers). This 
nearly Gem quality example is certainly among the most visually 
appealing coins extant. The color is a rich yellow-gold shade, and 
the finish is boldly contrasted between deeply mirrored fields and 
satiny, fully struck-up devices. There really are no contact marks or 
hairlines that would seem to preclude an even finer grade. The only 
worthwhile pedigree marker is a tiny obverse lintmark (as struck) 
over Liberty’s chin that one will need a loupe to discern. An impor¬ 
tant offering for the advanced gold specialist, and one that is wor¬ 
thy of careful bidder consideration.

Here is a very pleasing MS-64 
example, and while it is not a low mintage issue, the certified popu¬ 
lation is surprisingly low, particularly at the higher Mint State levels.

(This esti¬ 
mate is per David W. Akers, 1980; Breen, 1988, opines that 30-35 pieces 
are extant). This is a very attractive coin for the grade with only a few stray 
hairlines scattered about.

The finish is uniformly brilliant with the deepest mirrors seen, of 
course, in the fields. Fully defined over the devices, this coin would fit 
comfortably into any advanced collection of U.S. gold coinage.

As the lofty certified 
grade implies, surfaces are virtually flawless. There are no shiny 
spots. Visual appeal is outstanding. 

A mere 116 Matte Proofs were issued. Three different styles of 
Proofs were experimented with by the Mint in 1908, though this 
so-called “Dark Matte-Finish” accounts for the vast majority of this 
denomination. At the higher grade levels, examples are rarely 
encountered and highly coveted.

Double eagles were struck at the New Orleans Mint only from 
1850 to 1861.

Available gold coins were used 
by both the Union and Confederacy to buy goods from Europe, and 
the bulk of Southern minted coins were shipped overseas, never to 
return, accounting for the scarcity of nearly all early O-mint dates 
today.

(PCGS). Magnificent satin-like golden sunset mint luster. 
Meticulously struck, with every engraved feature standing out in 
full, bold relief. Immaculate, virtually flawless surfaces. Certified by 
prestigious PCGS as MS66, visual appeal and quality are truly 
exceptional. As such, this coin is an incredible find for a double 
eagle specialist or museum seeking breathtaking S.S. Central 
America numismatic treasures. 

The S.S. Central America is renowned as one of most important 
nineteenth century shipwrecks in American waters. The steamship 
was lost off the coast of North Carolina on September 12, 1857, 
during a hurricane force storm. The ship, bound for New York from 
the Gulf coast of Panama, was laden with gold transported from 
San Francisco to the Pacific Panamanian coast aboard the Sonora 
and railed across. The ship’s manifest amount was over $1.2 million 
in the precious yellow metal; not including the personal belongings 
of its wealthy passengers, some of whom were successful gold 
prospectors going back to their homes in the East with their riches. 
The ship and its bounty rested on the ocean floor undisturbed until 
its discovery in 1986. 

Today, numismatic relics of this famous treasure are highly cov¬ 
eted and include gold bars and ingots, as well as coins. Double 
eagles are particularly sought after. Collectors seeking an exception¬ 
al quality representative of the No Motto type, struck only from 
1850 to 1866, pursue examples from this treasure ship, for they are 
seldom obtainable from any other source and their historic signifi¬ 
cance is unparalleled. Here is a wonderful opportunity to obtain 
one of the very finest.

All other 
devices are equally sharp in delineation. Both sides are richly col¬ 
ored in warm orange-gold shades that assume a slight reddish-gold 
tint at certain angles. Pleasingly lustrous with a minimum number 
of wispy abrasions for the assigned grade. A few areas in the obverse 
field, however, reveal what appear to be slight breaks in the original 
fabric of the luster. 

The 1865 is the final Philadelphia Mint Double Eagle of the 
Type I (No Motto) design. The original mintage is 351,175 pieces, 
survivors of which are more readily obtainable than those of the 
1862, 1863, and 1864 deliveries. The present issue, nevertheless, is 
still scarce in all grades, and Mint State examples are rare and 
underrated in todays market. Only 12-15 Uncirculated coins are 
believed extant (per Winter and Crum, 2002), and the present MS- 
63 representative easily qualifies for Condition Census.

This is one of the more popular 
representatives of the 1866-1876 Double Eagle series among type 
collectors of Mint State coins. Uncommonly well struck by the stan¬ 
dards of the type, even the obverse of this example is overall sharp in 
definition. Medium intensity orange-gold color and frosty textured 
luster blanket both sides. Expectantly abraded for the grade, yet free 
of singularly conspicuous features.

This is an original looking example whose otherwise green-gold sur¬ 
faces warm to orange-gold overtones at direct angles.

The 
latter feature is uncommon for a worn Double Eagle from the 
Carson City Mint, and the eye appeal is further enhanced by ample 
remnants of original mint luster.

The former estimate is per David W. Akers (1982), while the 
latter is attributable to Walter Breen (1988). It is not often that we (or any other numismatic auctioneer, we suspect) 
can offer an impaired representative of this proof issue, let alone a solidly graded near-Gem. Free of mentionable han¬ 
dling marks, both sides of the present specimen are well contrasted between deeply mirrored fields and full, satiny 
devices. The color is a rich orange-gold shade that appears to lighten ever-so-slightly on the obverse. Knocking on the 
door of an even finer grade, this lovely example would form the centerpiece of any advanced gold collection. 

NGC has seen only six proof 1879 Twenties, all of which have been designated Cameo.

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2712 1883-CC Winter 1-A. MS-62. Far finer than the typically offered 
example, this ‘83-CC Twenty is free of wear and not all that far from 
a Choice BU rating. Richly frosted, both sides radiate swirling cart¬ 
wheel visual effects as the coin rotates under a light. The color is an 
even yellow-gold shade, and none of the scattered, grade-defining 
abrasions are worthy of singular concern. Graded MS-63 PL in a 
SEGS holder. 

A few grease streaks are noted over the center and left reverse.

2713 1883-CC Winter 2-A. AU-58 Scratched. Medium gold color 
blankets both sides of this boldly struck, minimally circulated exam¬ 
ple.

Moderately abraded with a sizeable obverse 
scrape over the bottom of Liberty’s portrait. SEGS-certificd MS-60 
Scratch on Neck.

According to Winter and Fuljenz 
(1999), any ‘93-S Twenty that grades at or above MS-64 qualifies as 
Condition Census. Richly colored, this otherwise orange-gold exam¬ 
ple yields to green-gold hues as the surfaces rotate away from a light.

A condition rarity of the 
highest order that would serve as a centerpiece in any advanced col¬ 
lection.

Common in all grades up to and including 
MS-63, the 1894 is scarce as a near-Gem and rare any finer. We are 
unable to locate any singularly mentionable bagmarks on either side 
of this solidly graded example. The color is a rich orange-gold shade, 
and sharply struck devices further enhance already attractive eye 
appeal. Fully lustrous, and virtually unsurpassable in grade at this 
certification service.

This is a smartly impressed example whose 
surfaces are awash in rich orange-gold color. Fully frosted with shim¬ 
mering cartwheel visual effects, both sides display no more than the 
expected number of bagmarks for the BU grade.

The luster is pleasingly vibrant for the grade 
with a satin-to-sofcly frosted texture. An underrated rarity among

The luster is full and 
vibrant with swirling cartwheel visual effects readily evident as the 
surfaces rotate under a light. The color is a rich, mostly golden-rose 
shade, but we do note a few suggestions of pale powder-blue tint¬ 
ing intermingled here and there. With a razor sharp strike and a 
silky smooth appearance, it is little wonder that this coin falls com¬ 
fortably within the Condition Census for the issue.

We have essentially no com¬ 
plaints about the quality of strike, all focal devices sharply detailed, 
and fulsome mint luster is also a praiseworthy feature. A minimally 
abraded representative of an issue that is scarcer than the 1898-S and 
1899-S at the finer reaches of Mint State preservation.

Along with the 
1900-S, the 1901-S is the most challenging S-mint Liberty Twenty 
from the 1900s to locate in the finer Mint State grades.

2739 MCMVII (1907) High Relief. Flat Edge. MS-65 (PCGS). Full golden mint luster. The strike is razor-sharp and 
surfaces are immaculate. A stunning, virtually flawless example of this classic Roman numeral date double eagle. 
Would be very difficult to improve upon in an MS65 holder. Considered to be certainly the most beautiful American 
coin, and among the most magnificent designs ever conceived for coinage worldwide. Using an experimental High 
Relief format, 1 1,250 pieces were struck, using both a wire edge and flat edge. The high relief concept proved to be 
unpractical for mass production and the dies were revised to standard relief, and the date was changed to normal 
Arabic numerals. This is arguably the most historic, famous and sought after American gold coin. 

The “Flat Edge” variety was coined in November 1907, just a few months after the death of Augustus Saint- 
Gaudens. A reported 3,000 pieces were struck, with an additional 8,250 pieces bearing a so-called “Wire Edge” 
coined during the following month. As might be expected, the certified population of this variety is much lower than 
its counterpart, yet there is not a significant distinction in their value. Many serious collectors prefer the flat edge 
because all to often there are tiny blemishes on the wire edge, which are sometimes detracting.

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2740 MCMVII (1907) High Relief. VF-20 (ANACS). It is not often 
that we handle a High Relief Double Eagle in this grade, most such 
survivors having been used as pocket pieces. With overall moderate 
rub and relatively smooth surfaces, this coin may indeed have seen 
service in that capacity. Warm olive-gold undertones brighten to 
orange-gold color as the surfaces dip into a light. Problem-free for 
the grade, and a more affordable example for type purposes.

‘26-S is actually relatively obtainable. This is because a not insignif¬ 
icant number of Mint State examples were repatriated from Europe 
in the 1950s and 1960s. Well preserved with no singularly distract¬ 
ing abrasions, this yellow-gold example is evenly colored over both 
sides. Frosty textured luster is undiminished in intensity, and sharply 
impressed devices further enhance already noteworthy eye appeal. A 
coin that would make a lovely addition to any 20th century gold col¬ 
lection.
